Security forces have intensified 
their activities oyer the past few 
days in the wake of & series of 
terrorist blasts in cities, the last of 
which wounded 29 persons " in . the 
Be em he b a market place yesterday. 

. One person was seriously wounded 
in yesterday's explosion which blew 
up a falafel stand in the covered 
market at 11 :» a.m. Havoc followed 
the explosion as thousands of people 
milled through the stands, and police 
who arrived on . the scene within 
minutes tried to disperse the crowd 
within the cordoned-off' market 
place. 

Aluf Herzl Shafir, O.C. Southern 
Cbmmand, arrived, at the scene of 
the explosion about 40 minutes after 
the blaat and was briefed by 
Beersheba police commander Nit- 
zav Avraham Malka. Shafir advised 
police to stop cordoning off the whole 
marketplace and to limit the police 
presence in the area. 

By evening, business ait the 
market returned nearly to normal 
but a few groups of people were still 
huddled together. 

All the wounded persons were sent 
to the Soroka medical centre where 
by evening 24 had been released 
after receiving treatment. Xn the 
first rush on the ambulances ' 
minutes after the explosion, many 
people who suffered only from minor 
scratches or complained of conctA* 
sion in their ears tried to climb 
aboard the Magen David Adorn 
vehicles. 

Plainclothes policemen who were 
on a routine patrol duty looking for 
pickpockets made the first arrests 
after the explosion. Several suspects 
were arrested and their interroga- 
tion was still under way yesterday 
evening. No further details were 
available. 

After the blast police appealed to 
the public for increased awareness 
against the possibility of terrorist at- 
tacks and said police activities 
would be stepped up. 

Officials yesterday said that the 
increased terror activity was not en- 
tirely unexpected, and was not above 
expected levels for the summer 
months during which many visitors 
from Arab countries arrive through 
the Jordan River bridges under the 
summer-visits scheme. Security 
forces at the bridges have been plac- 
ed on the alert after the reaentxasb 
of explosions, but their task Is hot 
easy. 

About 2,600, persons cross the 
bridges Into Israel every day, and 
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Border policemen search around cars in Jerusalem’s Rehov Hillel 
yesterday alter a bomb scare. No explosives were found. (Stmphot) 


70,000 visitors and West Bank 
residents who study or work in Arab 
states have arrived since June 1. 

The officials said the explosions 
could he linked in some way to 
Prime Menahem Be gin's 

visit to the U.S. but In general tended 
to downplay the political 
significance of the terror wave. 

The Jerusalem Post was told 
yesterday that the recent spate of ex- 
plosions, and Sabotage are not 
necessarily the work of better 
organization and coordination by 
terrorist organizations. in Israel and 
the administered territories.

Somalia downs Ethiopian jets 


ROME. — The Somali Republic said 
yesterday it had shot down three 
Ethiopian jets and a pl a neload of 
paratroopers over its territory In the 
widening war in the Horn of Africa. 

Hitherto, Somalia insisted Its 
regular forces had taken no part In 
the conflict over possession of the 
Ogaden desert of Ethiopia, In spite of 
Ethiopian claims to the contrary. ' 

Somali Ambassador Abdullahl 
Egal Nut also told a news conference 
that his country, long-time recipient 
of arms from the Soviet Union, was 
ready to accept an offer of military 
aid from the United States as long as 
there are no conditions to threaten its 
sovereignty. 

Nur said three Ethiopian P-5 jets 
and a C-130 Hercules transport with 
paratroops aboard crossed Somalia's 
frontier with the Ogaden — and 
Somali forces shot them down. 


Inside the Ogaden, . Somali 
guerrillas, claiming they had killed 
more than 5,000 Ethiopian govern- 
ment troops and destroyed scores of 
aircraft and tanks, yesterday thrust 
deep into southeast Ethiopia as bitter 
fighting engulfed an area the size of 
Uganda. The secessionist ethnic 
Somalis said they have captured a 
third major town as well as 11 more 
villages in the fighting, which broke 
out two months ago. 

The Somali guerrilla movement 
tclaimed to have “annihilated" a big 
'Ethiopian paratroop force in a battle 
for the strategic town of Daghbur -- ; 
in Ethiopia's Harar province. - * * 

The Liberation Front claimed 
townships captured, or battles in 
progress, dotted from one end to the 
other of a huge, triangular wedge of 
territory bounded north and south by 
Bom aha and the mmintaLii^ of the 


Ethiopian heartland to the west. 

It said 810 Ethiopian troops were 
killed in Bale province. Eight Ethio- 
pian tanka had been knocked out 

The Ethiopians broke the news on 
Wednesday that fighting had spread 
from Harar to Bale. Their official 
Ethiopian News Agency said govern- 
ment forces had wiped out “a large 
number of infiltrating Somali 
government forces.” 

Ethiopia says the Somali Republic 
has thrown regular troops into the 
Ogaden fighting. It rejects the 
SomaU contention that the fighting is 
a "liberation war." . 

The Ethiopians said they shot down 
two mare SomaU warplanes near 
Kebri Debar, bringing to seven the 
number of aircraft Addis Ababa 
claimed destroying in the last few 
daj"- (AP, UPI, Reuter) 



Phone and mail rates to rise 
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Local telephone calls will cost sub- 
scribers 55 agorot (instead of 43) — 
but telephone tokens will remain at 
50 agorot — in a series of rises in 
telephone and postal charges ap- 
proved yesterday by the Knesset 
Finance Committee. The changes 
are to take effect within two weeks, 
with the exact date to be an nounc ed 
by the Communications Ministry. - 

Under the committee's decision, 
use of a direct line in the country’s 
three Twain cities will cost IL48 a 
month instead of IL38, and elsewhere 
IL31 instead of ZL25 (to which 
Defence levy and Value Added Tax 
should be added.)

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
and Libyan leader Muammer Gad- 
dafi have agreed to a “high-level" 
meeting on the recent border clashes 
but it was not known if the rival 
leaders will attend personally, Arab 
radio stations said yesterday. 

Broadcasts from Riyadh, 
Baghdad, Amman and Kuwait said 
Kuwaiti Fb reign Minister Sabah el- 
Ahmed got approval from Gaddafi 
.and Sadat for a conference either in 
Kuwait or Algeria. The time and 
place of the meeting will be an- 
nounced next week, the broadcasts 
said. 

Cairo's semi-official newspaper 
“Al-Ahram" said Sadat had also 
agreed to a halting of the vitriolic 
radio and press attacks between 
Tripoli and Cairo from August 1. and 
to "stabilizing the cease-fire and 
eliminating differences between the 
two countries." 

The newspaper said; “In spite of 
the fact that the Gaddafi regime ia 
making accusations against Egypt 
and fabricating crises to the point of 
recruiting volunteers abroad to fight 
Egypt, there are indications that 
Cairo has responded to the appeals 
of Arab and African mediators... 
provided Gaddafi does not revert to 
his provocations." 

Libyan radio has continued to 
regularly broadcast a statement that 
the "Libyan and Egyptian brothers 
. will continue to work hand In hand 
until the tyrant and CIA stooge Sadat 
is dethroned." (AP) 


Likud, NRP 
meet today 

on vote reform

TEL AVIV. — The Likud will try to 
persuade the National Religious 
Party today to end its boycott of the 
coalition negotiations with the 
Democratic Movement for Change. 

The NRP haa stayed away from 
the talks in protest against the 
Likud-DMC secret negotiations on a 
new electoral system. The Likud had 
accepted the DMC demand to dis- 
cuss the matter between themselves 
only, and the NRP fears that the 
proposal that most Knesset 
Members be elected on a regional 
basis, will slice through its power. 
The NRP has. no regional power 
base. In order to retain its present 
strength, therefore, It insists that the 
new system give it no fewer man- 
dates than it would get if the propor- 
tional system were maintained. 

Interior Min later Tosef Burg, NRP 
leader, told The Jerusalem Post last 
night that his party will not be "an 
accessory to tturder or suicide." He 
is scheduled to discuss the problem 
with Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin t his morning. 

Btug is expected to try and dis- 
suade Begin from accepting the 
DMC demands. Last night he noted 
that the two religious parties in the 
coalition — the NRP and Agudat 
Ylarael — give it 18 mandates. If 
Poalei Agudat Yisrabl joins the 
coalition, the religious parties will 
account for 17 mandates — two more 
than the DMC’s 16. 

The NRP’s Aharon Abuhatzeira, 
Religious Affairs Minister, told 27ie 
Jerusalem Post that his party had 
asked the Likud whether the coali- 
tion agreement (which gives the 
NRP a veto on some aspects of the 
proposed reform) is still binding, 
and said: "We're waiting for an 
answer.” The answer Is expected 
this morning. 

A senior Likud source told The 
Post that the new system should 
preclude a situation whereby a 
minority in the nation would control 
most of the seats in the Knesset. He 
noted that Begin had said at a 
meeting with the DMC's negotiating 
team yesterday that the parties 
must find a system which will pre- 
vent liquidating the “big” coalition 
partners. . 

Begin is expected to present these 
points today and ask Burg to send a 
representative to a committee of ex- 
perts to consist of representatives of 
the Likud, the DMC, the NRP and 
Agudat Ylarael. The committee is 
supposed to recommend by Monday 
what to do with "surplus" votes cast 
In regions. 

Begin called for a compromise 
between the Llkud-DMC proposal to 
divide the country into 16 regions 
and the NRP's suggestion of 6-6. 

One suggestion, to which the NRP 
may object. Is that a list which does 
not win even one seat in a given 
region will lose the right to transfer 
its votes there to a central pool of 
surplus votes to be divided up among 
the parties. 

But a DMC leader told The Post 
"that his party does not wish the NRP 
to preserve Its present strength. 

Earlier yesterday, the DMC 
negotiators renewed their demand 
that the Health portfolio be incor- 
porated into the Social Betterment 
Ministry that has been offered them. 
DMC leader Yigael Yadln argued 
that his movement had decided to 
renew the coalition talks pertly on 
the basis of the prospect that this 
merger of portfolios would be made.

President Carter admitted 
yesterday that he hadn't ex- 
plicitly asked Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin not to legalize 
the three existing Judea- 
Sam aria settlements of Ofra, 
Elon Moreh and Ma'ale 
Adumim. 

Speaking on a nation-wide 
televised press conference. 
Carter said he had not talked 
about legalizing existing 
settlements in discussing settle- 
ment policy with Begin. He also' 
said he had told Begin that U.S. 
public opinion would find it 
easier to accept the enlargement 
of existing Jewish settlements in 
Judea-Samaria than the crea- 
tion of new ones. 

Sounding irritated but restrained. 
Carter told the White House press 
^conference that the Israel 
Government's decision this week to 
legalize the three sites had diminish- 
ed peace prospects in the Middle 


East. But. a re rang to ease the strain 
in U.S.-Israel relations, he added: 

“I think it's not fair to overly 
criticize Prime Minister Begin," the 
President said. “The fact ia that un- 
der the previous Mapai coalition — 
the Labour government — 
settlements have been built there, a 
fairly large number.” Carter noted 
that the number of people actually 
living in those settlements was 
"quite small." 

The President said that Begln's 
policy of settlement was "not a new 
thing. I think It would be a mistake to 
overemphasize it or to exaggerate 
the significance of it." 

U.S. officials here, who have been 
expressing deep disappointment in 
the Israeli decision, explained that 
the President was apparently in- 
terested in lessening the controversy 
somewhat so that his peace initiative 
would not be completely derailed. 

Carter, who said that he had not 
received any advance warning from 
Begin about the decision to legalize 
the three settlements, once again 
called them illegal under inter- 
national law and an obstacle to the 
peace process. 

The President also disclosed these 


other points on tile settlement con- 
troversy: 

■ He had informed Begin that it 
would be easier for the U.S. “to 
accept an increase in the population 

of the existing settlements (on the 
West Bank) than it would be to 
accept the establishment of new 
settlements.” 

• He let Begin know during the 
talks that new Israeli settlements 
would “cause our government deep 
concern." The President said that 
“this matter of settlements in the oc- 
cupied territories has always been 
characterized by our government, 
by me and ray predecessors, as an il- 
legal action." He also said they were 
"obstacles to peace," but “obstacles 
which I believe we can overcome by 
the way.” 

a Begin did not make any Israeli 
commitments on the settlement 
issue. Carter said he had expressed 
his "strong hope that nothing would 
be done by the Israel government to 
establish new settlements that might 
exacerbate an already difficult 
position.' ' He noted that Begin 
"listened to me very carefully," 
pointing out that it was a “major

Government pleased with mild Carter stand

President Carter’s obvious effort 
to moderate the tone of U.S. dis- 
satisfaction with Israel's latest 
settlement decision was greeted with 
outspoken pleasure In Government 
circles here yesterday. 

"The prophets of doom — on both 
sides of the Atlantic — have been 
proved wrong again," one well- 
placed source remarked, almost ex- 
ultant. 

Particularly pleasing to Premier 
Menahem Begin and his aides was 
what they saw as the President's Im- 
plicit confirmation of Begln's own 
claim that differences with 
Washington would not queer his per- 
sonal rapport with Carter. The U.S. 
President, it was noted here, had 
gene out of his way to urge at his 


press conference yesterday that 
Begin should not be "overly 
criticized" since the settlements had 
actually been built by his Labour 
Party predecessors; 

The Premier meanwhile met with 
U.S. Ambassador Samuel Lewis and 
Ml nlster -Counsel] or Thomas Dun- 
nlgan yesterday to discuss 
preparations for Secretary of State 
Gyrus Vance's visit here in ten days 
time. Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan and his Director-General 
Ephraim Evron were also present. 

There appears to be buoyant con- 
fidence in Jerusalem that the 
Geneva Conference will indeed 
reconvene in October as Begin has 
proposed. Officials predict that the 
Arab states will overcome the 
problem of Palestinian Arab par- 
ticipation — “because In the final 


analysis they want to go to Geneva 
and are not Inextricably committed 
to the PLO being there." 

This optimism is apparently 
grounded to some extent in hints 
already put out by Egypt that the 
obstacles on the road to Geneva will 
not be Insurmountable. 

Officials here welcomed Carter's 
firm restatement yesterday of 
America's refusal to contemplate 
PLO participation so long as that 
organization is bent on the destruc- 
tion of Israel. 

There are no signs that the PLO is 
considering any change in its Cove- 
nant calling for the expulsion of 
Israeli Jews — no conference of its 
leaders Is scheduled in the near 
future. Nor are there signs that the 
moderate Arab states are proposing 
to exert pressure on' the PLO in this 
direction. 


Sharon: Settlement to be stepped up

TEL AVIV. — It will be Government 
policy to expand the settlement 
policy of the previous Labour Party 
administration. Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon told the 151- 
member assembly of the Agriculture 
Centro yesterday. 

Sharon, meeting with the 
HIstadrut body tor the first time 
since becoming minister, declared: 
"Settlement is not just an end In 
Itself but a means to securing 
political ends, and the existing 
settlement programme will not only 
be fully carried out but expanded." 

(As chairman of the Ministerial 
Cbmmlttee on Settlement. Sharon is 
responsible for the government’s 
settlement policy.) 

At the meeting, Agriculture Centre 
secretary-general Sunba Assaf had 
called on Sharon to urge the present 
Government to carry out the Labour 
government's decision to establish 
55 new settlements (some of them In 
the administered areas, i 

Assaf had also demanded that all 
settlements In the administered 
areas be assured they will remain 
where they are today. 

Sh axon, explaining that settlement 
on the land is not just an end in 
itself, emphasized that, as in the 
past, it remained the prime factor 
determinig Israel's future. 


"Everything must be done so that 
the number of people in the 
settlements should not just remain 
stable but Increase, and that is why 
we plan not only to implement the 
present settlement programme but 
also to expand it." 

Sharon also revealed that he has 
given orders to step up supervision 
over State lands, to combat the 
growing problem of squatting by 
"outriders. 1 " “Not a day or week 
passes without someone seizing 
State land," he said. 

Replying to complaints by several 
speakers, Sharon assured them that 
the government does not plan to 
harm the (largely Labour- affiliated) 
settlement movements, that no one 
wants to harm them and that no one 
can. 

Dayan: Settlements 
may bring peace

TEL AVIV. — The Israel settlements 
in Judea and Samaria are not only 
not an impediment to peace but they 
may even help bring it about. 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan told 
the World Young Leadership mission 
of the Keren Hayes od United Israel 
Appeal here last night. 

"Look at Jerusalem, the Gaza 
Strip and other places where Arabs ' 


and Jews now live together. 
Terrorist acts are the work of the 
PLO but do not represent hostility 
between individual Arabs and 
Jews.” Dayan said. 

He added that for 10 years, four 
Israel governments had negotiated 
with Jordan on plans to divide the 
West Bank. "Since this did not work, 
maybe the answer is a plan under 
which we will live together," Dayan 
said. 

If the Arabs suggest a plan for 
dividing the West Bank, "we will 
negotiate on it.” bo said. But he 
added: “We have been exiled from 
this country before, but we will not 
voluntarily exile ourselves.” 

In answer to a question, Dayan 
said the Ministerial Committee on 
Settlement, headed by Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon, has been 
authorized to set up new settlements. 
"We don't know on which side of the 
Green Line (the pre-1967 armistice 
lines) they will be," he added. 

All of the Arab countries, and most 
particularly Egypt, Dayan said, 
need peace. "1 think Sadat is honest 
when he says he ia willing to 
negotiate with us. You have to 
remember that what everybody says 
now are opening bargaining 
positions. Zf they simply say that 
they are willing to negotiate with us 
in Geneva, even that ie a good start,” 
the Foreign Minister said.

Mayor Teddy Kollek yesterday 
asked Religious Affairs Minister 
Aharon Abuhatzeira to help restore 
theatmosphere of tolerance between 
Orthodox and other Jews In 
Jerusalem. 

Kollek told the minister during a 
tour of the city that this tolerance 
had been strained of late by 
Orthodox elements. He cited as ex- 
amples the objections in Bayit 
Vegan to the use by non-Orthodox 
children of a former yeshiva 
building, and objections by Orthodox 
residents in Boryat Hayovel to the 
use of a community-centre swim- 
ming pool on Saturdays because a 
synagogue is also situated In the cen- 
tre. 

Abuhatzeira said he supported 
Koliek's objective of mutual 
tolerance, which he said had con- 
tributed to the tranquillity' of united 
Jerusalem. 

The minister and his aides were 

shown the Maronite monastery com- 


pound in the Old City, which is being 
repaired with the assistance of 
Prazot, the governnt-ent- 
municlpality company which carries 
out rehabilitlation projects. Tn the 
restored church was a handsome 
altar with a carved Cedar of 
Lebanon indicating the land where 
the Maronites are concentrated. 

At Neve Ya’acov the party visited 
a new type of domed concrete syn- 
agogue and were told by residents 
that it was subject to a disturbing 
echo. The municipality has an- 
nounced plans to biitfd 16 such syn- 
agogues during the next two years, 
but Kollek said they would not be 
built unless the echo problem Is solv- 
ed. 

Kollek strongly urged Abuhatzeira 
to undertake the reconstruction of 
the Western Wall plaza area. The 
minister said he would set up a com- 
mittee, composed of religious 
authorities, architects, historians 
and others, to study the matter. (A 
similar committee was set up under 
the previous government.)

• Begin did not give Carter any 
prior notice that Israel was "going to 
rec'o£nize the" -legality of 'thy 
settlements Involved." 

• He did not raise with Begin the 
question of extending legal status to 
already existing settlements. "I hate 
to admit it,” Carter said, hut "I did 
not think about raising the subject 
about recognizing the legality of 
those settlements. The item that I 
wanted to discuss with him... was the 
establishment of new settlements.” 

Carter seemed to be calling on 
Begin yesterday to recognize U.S. in- 
terests and to put a freeze on new 
settlements. “We feel that any 
restraint that Prime Minister Begin 
might want to exert upon this subject 
would certainly be contributory to 
peace.” Carter said. "I think thathls 
voice would be honoured by the 
Israeli people.” _ 

But the President acknowledged 
that Be gin has to consider his "cam- 
paign commitments." During his 
election campaign. Begin had called 


for increased settlement of Judea 
and Samaria. 

During the press conference. 
Carter continued to sound optimistic 
about- prospects for peaee. He -said 
that Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
would he leaving.fpr.the Middle East 
next week in an effort to resolve the 
major obstacle preventing a 
resumption of the Geneva con- 
ference — Palestinian representa- 
tion there. 

"Our position has been that they 
ought to be represented,” Carter 
said, and that "we will discuss with 
them those elements that involve the 
Palestinians and other refugees at 
the time that they forego their com- 
mitment presently and publicly es- 
poused that Israel should be 
destroyed.” 

But, Carter said, “until the 
Palestinian leaders adopt the 
proposition that Israel is a nation, 
that it will he a nation permanently, 
that it has a right to live in peace, un- 
til that happens.

METULLA. — Sporadic exchangee 
of fire between terrorists and 
Lebanese forces continued 
throughout southern Lebanon 
yesterday, with both sides using 
tanks, mortars and machine-guns. 

The firing was somewhat lighter 
than it has been in recent days, but 
Lebanese villagers arriving at the 
“Good Fence" station near here told 
The Jerusalem Post that the 
terrorists had concentrated their at- 
tacks mainly on the village of Alma 
«-Sha’ab, near Kibbutz Hanita, and 
the Druse village of el-Meri, in 
Fatahland. 

A Lebanese officer said the 
terrorists had stepped up their 
propaganda campaign and were try- 
ing to deceive inhabitants of the 
enclave villages by promising them 
that they would reopen the road to 
the north. He also said that the 
terrorists had released a small boy 
kidnapped from Klea village two 
days ago, in return for five of their 
own men held by the Lebanese. 

Hundreds of sightseers, mainly 
Israeli vacationers, converged on 
the Good Fence yesterday. While 
many managed to get through to toe 
fence, others were turned away. 
They said they had heard on the 
radio and read In one of the papers 
that permits are freely available 
from Metulla's hotels. The Post 
learned that this is not -true, and of- 
ficial permits are still required in 
order to enter the area— the permits 
issued by the hotels at present being 
restricted to their own guests. 

The authorities are. however, con- 
sidering a scheme to avoid confusion 
in the future by issuing extra per- 
mits to the hotels and to the Metulla 
local council. These would be 
available to anyone.

Three Israelis killed in 
crash off West Africa

Three Israelis were killed on Mon- 
day when the light plane they were 
flying, from Lagos to London crashed 
off the Ivory Coast. The three - — two 
pilots and a mechanic — were killed 
instantly when their plane hit the 
sea. just off Abidjan.' 

The three dead are Yitzhak Peled, 
27 , who was In active service with 
the Air Force until a few weeks ago; 
Ephraim Bar-Erez, 36, chief pilot for 
Kanaf-ArMa, who recently made 
headlines when the light plane he 
was flying to Israel crashed into the 
Mediterranean; and Shimon 
Harouzi, 35, a flight mechanic. 
Peled' s father is OC Armoured 
Corps Aluf Moahe Peled. 

According to reports reaching 
Israel from the. Ivory Coast, the 
plane crashed early on Monday 
evening in had weather. The pilot ap- 
parently asked permission to make 
an emergency landing in Abidjan. 
After making one -unsuccessful 
attempt, the pilot skimmed the 
runway ond took to the skies. 

On the second attempt his plane hit 


the sea, in a shower of fragments. 

Yesterday, Ivory Coast authorities 
were still looking for one of toe three 
bodies. Authorities yesterday were 
vague about the circumstances sur- 
rounding the crash, but it Is un- 
derstood that toe three were deliver- 
ing a light executive jet, purchased 
from the Nigerian government by an 
Israeli citizen living in London. 

Israel has asked Belgium, which 
represents it in the Ivory Coast, to 
make the speediest possible 
arrangements to have the bodies 
brought back to Israel. The Foreign 
Ministry in Jerusalem has in- 
structed the Israel embassy In 
Brussels to take up the matter with 
the Belgian government immediate- 
ly- 

The ministry was informed of the 
affair only on Wednesday night In a 
cable from the embassy in London, 
where the plane's owner lives. 

The resident Israeli "interests of- 
ficer" at the Belgian embassy in 
Abidjan has been away on vacation 
this week, but be bas now been In- 
structed to return to his post at once. 


Histadrut opposes proposed 
compulsory arbitration law

The proposed law would encom- 
pass both public and private 
organizations in the fields of 
defence, health, transportation, air 
and sea transport (including air- 
ports and seaports), telephone and 
telex communication with the out- 
side world, water and electricity, 
and baking and distribution of bread, 
among others. 

Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeruham Meshel said that labour 
relations in many of these fields- are 
excellent Experience in other coun- 
tries has shown that compulsory ar- 
bitration causes deterioration in 
labou£ relations, be said. Further- 


more, "true negotiations” between 
labour and management were 
thwarted by such a law. 

Under the proposed law. an ar- 
biter, who would have judicial 
power, could Issue an injunction for- 
bidding workers from striking or 
otherwise disrupting work. 

Yalr Tsaban of Shell! demanded 
that the Histadrut executive com- 
mittee' meet at once to discuss the 
proposed law. But Meshel said the 
matter would he brought before the 
central and executive committees 
onty after a select committee ap- 
pointed yesterday meets with trade 
unions and works committees 
affected by the law.

The 60 olim families living in 
Jerusalem's Katamon Tet im- 
migrant hostel are learning about 
the “social gap” the hard way.. 
Bands of neighbourhood teenagers 
use the extrances and stairwelisas 
their “hangout," making many of 
the eftiery or women residents afraid 
to venture out of their flats at night. 

In spite of the alleged violence, 
thievery and disturbances, most of 
the olim feel sozry tor the young s t er s 
and insist that "something” muat be 
done to keep them occ upie d! . ~ 

Established by the Jewish Agency ‘ 
nine years ago aa an absorption cen- 
tre, the four red-brick blocks of 
three-room- flats on Bar-Yohai Street 
were, until the Tom Klppur War, 
humming with people and activity. 
With ulpan classes, clubs and close 
ties among the residents, thousands 
of olim look back on their stay at 
Katamon Tet with fond memories^ 

“It all changed since the war,” 
recalls David Attlas, the Mb roc can- 
bom Agency employee who calls 
himself the hostel’s “afternoon 
bodyguard." Aliya from the. Western 
countries decreased, and the ui- 
ponim were shut down- Sensing the 
vulnerability of the older and less 
vigorous olim who were sent there, 
the neighbourhood boys flocked to 
the place. 

“They bang on the doors all night, 
smash bottles, saw metal banisters 
off and cart them away. Puses are 
stolen, The boys, some of them arm- 
ed with razor blades, refuse to go 
away," reports an American oleh. 
“It's not exactly the best reception 
for a newcomer." 

The hostel's director regularly in- 
structs residents not to leave 
valuable property in their flats. A 
couple from South Africa who spent 
last Peas ah with relatives- out of 
town returned to find diamond 
jewellery stolen. 


■ “A lew olim were beaten up sbc 
weeks ago. I wouldn't like my wife to 
' walk around, here at night,”- says 
Gregory. Wooten, a 2S-year-old oleh 
from Maryland. “We catch the boys 
throwing atones at our windows." 

Two hired guards of the Modilin 
Ezrahi firm patrol the hostel at 
night, but most residents agree that 
even having a dozen wouldn't solve 
the problem. “The police have come 
.many times, but they've given up," 
says a member of the Amkla family, 
who arrived in Israel a year ago. 
"When the police come, the kids run. 
and they can't do anything u nless 
they catch them in the act. Many of 
the Idds arc too young to be punished 
anyway.” 

Although, the olim are distressed, 
they do not blame the.bqya. "They 
' come from problem families, many 
of them without two parents. They 
leave school after the ninth grade, if 
not earlier, and can't find — or don’t 
want to find — jobs," said ano ther 
oleh. 

Often, the boys are "nor m al," 
notes another. ''But. s uddenl y, they 
are hit fay some insanity run 
loose, cursing and br eaking things. 
If they remain alone and separate, 

, with no gang leader telling them 
' what to do, they’re all right,” 

“We have nothing to do.” says 
Yossi, a 15-year-old who sits regular:- 
ly in one stairwell. Other 
neighbourhood boys said that the 
K ag an , centre nearby has been taken 
over by a gang of "criminals” who 
“beat us up and don't let us in.” ■ 

“I feel sony for the kids,” said 
Wootten. "They are not bad. We olim 
will eventually leave here. The kids 
will remain here their whole lives. A 
little investment of money could 
buQd a club for them and keep them 
busy."

Patt: Couples will get 
bigger flats, mortgages 


Jerusalem Bust Be porter 
TEL AVIV. — Young' married 
couples will soon be able to get both 
bigger flats and bigger mortgages, 
Gideon Patt, Wwiatar of Construc- 
tion and Housing, told a special 
meeting of the Federation of Con- 
tractors and Builders yesterday. 

“I see no reason why a young cou- 
ple should be restricted to a flat of 
72 sq.m, if they wish to obtain a 
mortgage from the authorities." he 
said. "If they have the money, let 
them buy bigger flats and we’ll 
change the lawao that the mortgage 
will also be larger." 

At present, young married couples 
can expect no government help If 
their 72 sq-m. flat costs more than

JPatt, waa^ highly : critical jot. Ahe , 
Israel ‘’Lands- Authority.

90 per cent of the land in Israel? Til 
tell you where. The authority set the 
pace for the land speculators when it 
came to private building. Instead of 
seflinglaiid at controlled prices and 
Ibua^dOpplhg'the mad ujftvard'ruAh 
of- prifcesj’ -the -Lands Administration J 
let-it!*" 

Oren waTUfefl that IsHfel f wbnitf - 
soon face another building boom, 
and if building plots were not provid- 
ed at reasonable prices the 
speculators would again run wild. 

Patt also favoured setting up 
“building-loan societies." banks that 
specialize in financing the construc- 
tion of flats and homes. 


Police questioning recipients 
of Flatto-Sharon cheques

Air Force 
officers may 
seek demotion

Several technical officers in the 
Air Force are considering giving up 
their commissions and asking to be 
-made senior non-commissioned of- 
ficers. 

-A group of them told The 
Jerusalem Post that had they 
remained NCO’s, they would now 
have a better chance of promotion 
and working conditions thanks to the 
creation of the new rank of warrant 
officer. A warrant officer, they 
noted, has the same conditions as a 
sgan-aluf (lieutenant-colonel), in- 
cluding a car and driver. 

They contend that before they 
reach the rank of sgan-aluf they will 
have to spend decades in uniform as 
technical officers. Had they remain- 
ed NCO's, they said, they would have 
reached the same level' of salary and 
perquisites many years earlier.

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Protest by parents of blind children: 
‘Only banging on tables works’

TEL AVTV. — Parents of blind children shouted at of- 
ficials and vociferously demanded their rights during a 
meeting called by the Social Welfare Ministry to tell them 
of existing "services.” One parent said:' “We didn't come 
to watch the officials pat themselves on the back.” 

The parents wanted answers to the concrete problems 
they Iftce: 

“Why can’t we get an exemption from taxes on c&rs? 
And when, for lack of a car. we take our children to school 
or to the doctor by taxi or bus, why do we have to bang on 
tables to get back part of the cost?" one parent asked. 
“Why aren't there enough tutors to visit the homes of 
blind children, particularly in outlying areas? Why aren't 
periodic eye examinations arranged so that the parents 
will know that no opportunity for improvement is being 
missed?" he wanted to know. 

Yehuda Sokolik, director of the Service for'the Blind, 
opened the meeting with a survey of available services: 
physical and psychological, counselling for the parent 
and child, tutoring both in school subjects and in special 
skins related to blindness (such as braille and touch- 
typing) , vocational guidance for blind teen-agers, help In 
covering expenses related to blindness, etc. 

Dr. Anal Kafir of the Health Ministry was asked why 
eye doctors and hospitals don't tell parents where to go to 
get services. Some parents felt doctors' errors caus- 
ed their children’s blindness and complained that nobody 
listened to their contentions. 

"Why did most of us have to discover our children's 
blindness ourselves? Why didn't the doctors know and tell 
us?” 

"It’s very good that yon were able to discover It,” Dr. 


Kafir replied. “It's one of the signs of a developed country 
when parents are intelligently concerned about their 
children's health.” This almost caused a riot. Though 
there were only about 30 parents In the room, the shooting 
sounded like several hundred. 

Sokolik, while trying to answer the parents' complaints 
and questions, mentioned in passing that one particular 
mother In the audience had received "10 times” more 
than many of the others because* she knew how to ma ke 
noise. 

"But I didn't get anything that wasn’t coming to me by 
law," she shouted. "What’s more, I didn't take the money 
and buy myself jewellery with it.” 

“You don’t have to apologize," another parent said. 

“Why don't you get up on the platform and tell us all 
how you did it so we can do the same? The answers the of- 
ficials give aren’t answers." 

Sokolik said: “Our services are better th«w those in 
South Africa or in some of the European countries. And 
they have more money than we do.” . 

"That doesn't help my child.” a parent shouted. 

Sokolik told the parents that though he certainly does 
not recommend “banging on tables" or violence, be does 
th i n k it would help if the parents would get together and 
. exert pressure, together with the Service for the Blind, on 
those who contrul the purse strings. “As a representative 
of the government, I shouldn't be giving you this advice,” 
he said, "but I'll give it to you anyway." 

The parents, frustrated that the four-hour meeting 
(like several before it) did not solve their problems, 
decided to try this approach. However, the meeting broke 
up without the holding of elections to the new committee. 
A few of the parents said they would work to organize a 
permanent committee to press tor better services.

HAIFA. — Israel Railways h aa spent 
UA5.00Q on each of its eight British- 
made “luxury coaches” to adapt 
them to Israel summer conditions 
with better ventilation through a 
more powerful compressed air 
system and more windows that open. 

The improvements will be com- 
pleted on all the coaches within a 
fortnight, the Railways' deputy- 
general manager for technical af- 
fairs, Yitzhak Bar-Dan. told a press 
conference on board one of the im- 
proved coaches, on the Haifa-Tel 
Aviv line yesterday. 

Reporters agreed that the trip in 
the comfortably outfitted 62-seat 
coaches was pleasant, and much 
mare stable and quieter than in the 
ordinary coaches. The railway 
management ia now considering the 
possibility of Installing air- 
conditioning in the coaches, Bar-Dan 
said. 

The coaches were bought from the 
British Railways workshops earlier 
this year, at a cost of IL800.000 each, 
and put into service on the Haifa-Tel 
Aviv route in May. A seat on the new 
coaches costs an extra HA. 

Even with air-conditioning, the 
new coaches could not officially be 
"first class." The railway carries 


Grants for needy 
children at start 


of school year r..:,.... 

■ Th& Social' Welfare-Ministry will 
give children from needy families 
grants at the start of the school year 
to help their parents cope with the 
expense of books, equipment and un- 
iforms, the ministry spokesman said 
yesterday. 

Parents must apply to their locali- 
ty information offices to receive the 
grant. Children from families under 
the following categories are eligible 
tor the grants: two-person families 
whose income (excluding child 
allowances) In the months of May to 
July did not exceed HJ.,850; three- 
person families whose income did 
not exceed IL2.050 in this period; and 
larger families whose Income did not 
exceed IL2.250 from May to July. 

The grants were set at the follow- 
ing levels: Children in the first and 
second grades: HA 63; children In 
the third and fourth grades: IL200; 
fifth and sixth grades: IL265; 
seventh and eighth grades: IL850; 
the ninth and tenth grades in the 
vocational streams: UA t 000 and in 
the academic streams: IL600; the 
11th and 12 th grades in the 
vocational streams : IL500 and in the 
academic streams: IL&50. 


passengers In three different types 
of coaches but the management 
maintains that there is one standard 
fare with "surcharges" for travel on 
reserved seats or on the new 
coaches. 

Since Israel Railways started to 
function in 1948, successive 
transport ministers refused to allow 
it to Introduce two-class travel, on 
the grounds that this was not com- 
mensurate with Israel’s egalitarian 
ideals. In the late 1950a a com- 
promise was reached whereby the 
railways could collect a small extra 
charge for “reserved seats" in 
rather more comfortable coaches 
bought to renew the aging rolling 
stock. 

With the introduction of the British 
coaches there are In effect three 
prices and degrees of comfort on the 
Tel Aviv-Haifa line. 

For HJ3 you can go one way in an 
"ordinary" coach, for Ha 5 you can 
get a slightly better and reserved 
seat in tbe now aging reserved-seat 
coaches, and for Ha.8 you can get a 
really good seat, with a table to do 
paper work, read, eat and drink in 
the luxury coaches. 

Passengers seemed to Hke paying 
the surcharge for the luxury coaches 
when the service was first in- 
troduced. 


But when the summer heat set on 
in earnest the ventilation was found 
stiflingly Inadequate, because the 
windows were fixed to prevent in- 
jury from cinders at the 160 km.p.h. 
speed the coaches were designed for. ' 
There was a marked drop in the 
number of passengers willing to pay 
for hot "comfort" and the manage- 
ment decided on improvements to fit 
the coaches for the Israel climate. 

Bar-Dan aaid that, in addition to 
the improved ventilation, safer locks 
had been fitted and stairs added to 
the entrance doors for easier 
alighting and boarding. 

The number of passengers using 
the coaches — which have up- 
holstered Beats arranged In sets of 
four around small tables — Is In- 
creasing again, Bar-Dan said. Since 
the new summer time-table was In- 
troduced last month, the Haifa-Tel 
Aviv route has convenient departure 
times, on the hour from Tel Aviv and 
on the half hour from Haifa — 
another boon for travellers. 

Bar-Zlan said in answer to 
questions that the coaches had all 
the built-in provisions for air con- 
ditioning. Tbe management was now 
exploring the possibility of installing 
air conditioning units, which was 
mainly a technical problem of 
supplying sufficient power from the 
locomotives. 


Israeli novices make surprising 
showing in Wheelchair Olympics

LONDON . — Israel is doing unex- 
pectedly weir tn‘- the paraplegic; 
games (the '"Wheelchair Olym- 
plca") being held tills week at Stoke 
Mandeville, near London. Its totally 
Inexperienced team has already won 
three medals — one silver and two 
bronze. 

Author Mbshe Rashes, head of the 
26-strong Israel contingent to the 
event, told The Jerusalem Post that 
it had been deliberately decided to 
send a team of "novices" this year,, 
to give them a chance to gain ex- 
perience in international competi- 
tion. The decision was applauded by 
the other participating countries. 

Consequently, when Israel beat 
the fancied Spanish basketball team 
82:78 in their opening match, it was 
regarded as a big upset. In their next 
match, however, against the British, 


they went down 59:4?. . . 

Israel’s first medal triumph qame 
when David Zaga-won^ silver in- time- 
table tennis. This was followed 'by* 
Ora Buahary's -wixuyng- a bronz^in- 
the women's fencing and Ezra Nava 
taking the bronze in the men’s fen- 
cing. 

The games, which attract entries 
from all over the world, were opened 
by Prince Charles, who arrived at 
the stadium in a helicopter that he 
flew himself. The smartly turned-out 
Israel team caught his attention and 
he spent several minutes talking to 
them. 

The 29-strong Israel contingent to 
the Deaf Olympics returned from 
Rumania yesterday, without having 
won any of the events. Best perfor- 
mances were the fourth places won 
by wrestlers Baruch Matatov and 
Ezra Yosef.

HAIFA (Itim). -- The Haifa 
Magistrates Court yesterday releas- 
ed on bail a woman from Rechasim 
village after she aaid she was sorry 
she hful deserted her children and 
was willing to take them back. 

The woman was arrested after 
leaving her four children at the 


social welfare office in Rechaaim, in 
the Tivon Hills 16 kms. from Haifa, 
last Tuesday. She is claiming a home 
apart from her husband, whom she 
wishes to divorce. 

The police returned two of the 
children to their father and placed 
the other two temporarily in an in- 
stitution. 
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Police crack down on 
striking Soweto youth 


JOHANNESBURG. — South African 
riot police fired tear gas into a crowd 
of hundreds of Black students in foe 
tense township of Soweto yesterday, 
when thousands of pupils boycotted 
schools Ln a growing protest against 
the government's '‘Bantu 
education" system. Police officials 
had no immediate reports of 
casualties or arrests. 

The crowd massed in the 
Me ad owl and s suburb of Soweto — 
the Black township of 1.2 million peo- 
ple outside Johannesburg — shortly 
before noon, but fled before the 
stinging white clouds of tear gas. 
Shortly afterwards they regrouped 
In the grounds of the Bakgoma 
secondary school. 

After an hour-long debate, watch- 
ed by three trilckloads of riot police 
who took no action, the students 
decided to return to school today. 
Friday, but not to study. 

Yesterday most of Soweto's high- 
school pupils walked out of their 
classes, part of the spreading call 
to boycott schooling that militant 
students say is inferior to that en- 
joyed by Whites.' In the twin suburbs 
of Atteridgeville and Saulsville out- 
side Pretoria, more than 20,000 
schoolchildren stayed away from 
school for the fourth consecutive 
day. 

But in Mamelodi, east of Pretoria, 
pupils returned to their books after a 
sympathy boycott Wednesday. 

East of Johannesburg, in the Black 
suburb of Kwa Them a. about 200 


pupils hurled rocks at their teachers 
and schobl buildings, smashing more 
than SO windows. Police who dispers- 
ed the angry youths said they were 
protesting b ecause they had not been 
allowed to form a students’ council. 

Although the government had 
threatened to shut down schools if 
the boycott gTew or continued ta there 
are no indications that.it is ending. 
Black students in Atteridgeville and 
Saulsville said Wednesday they 
would not go back to their desks until 
there was an acceptable alternative 
• to “Bantu education." 

The Minister of Bantu Education. 
M.C. Botha, said the curriculum and 
test requirements were the same ln 
all South African schools. He did not 
mention the disparity in facilities 
such as electricity in schools, 
teacher qualification, libraries and 
laboratories. The government 
spends about $500 a year on each 
white pupil and $55 on each African. 

As pupils left their classes and 
milled about the streeets of Soweto 

yesterday, some groups atoned 

vehicles while another group, armed 
with stones and sticks, clashed with 
a gang of young thugs, one of whom 
was wounded after he pulled a knife. 

“The World." a Johannesburg 
newspaper run by Blacks, yesterday 
reported that police had arrested 37 
Black students ln a number of 
locations after school protest 
demonstrations earlier this week. 
Police confirmed that at least 25 
pupils were arrested. No reason for 
the arrests was given. ( AP, UFD 


U.S. stops flow of Alaska oil 


VALDEZ. Alaska iAPL — 
North slope crude oil, for 3S days on 
a trouble-scarred road to the Trans- 
Alaska Pipeline's southern terminal, 
has been stopped for the fifth time, 
this time by a federal order just 24 
]uns. short of its destination. 

The cause: 14 questionable welds 
on pipe sections inside the terminal 
here. 

The U.S. Department of Transpor- 
tation claims the welds are faulty 
and don't meet federal standards. 
Officials of the Alyeska Pipeline Ser- 
vice Co. said the welds are sound. 

One Alyeska official said that the 
latest order would never have been 
issued if 13 days of delays, all at- 
tributed to human error including an 
explosion at a pumping station, had 
not occurred. 

Alyeska had intended to deliver 


the Prudhoe Bay crude to storage 
tanks here on Wednesday — well 
within the August 1 deadline the firm 
imposed on itself three years ago. 

Headed north to Valdez are two 
tankers which will be the first ships 
to carry Alaskan oil to the West 
Coast early next month. 

In Fairbanks on Wednesday, two 
men were arrested and accused of 
involvement in a series of explosions 
that hit the Trans-Alaska Pipeline 
last week. 

State police said the two were 
charged with malicious . destruction 
of property — the same charge lodg- 
ed on Tuesday against a fur trapper.

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Carter: Talks soon on full test ban 


WASHINGTON. — President Carter 
said yesterday that the U.S., Britain 
and the Soviet Union will begin for- 
mal negotiations October 3 on a com- 
prehensive nuclear test ban. 

Carter opened a nationally televis- 
ed news conference by reporting that 
talks between the three nations In 
Geneva have been completed with 
promising results. 

Problems on a nuclear test pact re- 
main-, he said, but the discussions 
had been promising enough to go 
ahead with formal negotiations. 

Carter expressed hope that other 
States would join In efforts to 
negotiate a ban on testing of nuclear 
weapons. 

(The tripartite talks adjourned on 
Wednesday with the British and 
Soviet delegates reporting that the 
discussion bad been "businesslike." 
British delegate Lord Goronwy- 


Roberts noted that there had been 
500 underground nuclear tests since 
the 1963 partial test-ban treaty.) 

During the press conference 
Carter, in answer to a question, 
denied that he is "setting up a com- 1 
petition" for arms sales among 
emerging nations in Africa. Main- 
taining that a flurry of new sales to 
Egypt. Sudan and Somalia did not 
contradict hie campaign promises to 
cut down arms shipments abroad, 
Carter said the arms sales were 
made in an attempt to confine the 
conflicts to a single geographical 
area, "and to reduce competition 
with the Soviet Union.” 

He said a prime consideration ln * 
arms sales "is our own defensive" 
needs and an adequate defence for 
our allies.” After this year, he said, 
there will be a reduction in such 
sales. 


"We are trying to get other nations 
— France, England and the Soviet 
Union — to join us." he added. 

Carter also made these points: 

■ He considers a projected $25 
billion trade deficit, largely from oil 
imports, "a vivid demonstration of 
the need for very tight conservation 
methods." Asked if the deficit 
represents a threat to the economy, 
the president said "this has been a 
primary concern of ours." 

• Both the U.S. and the Soviets 
have "shown great restraint" in the 
conflict between Egypt and Libya. 

• Asked whether he has made 
any mistakes in his first six months, 
the president said there are some 
minor things he might have handled 
better, but that Congress is respon- 
ding well to his proposals. (Reuter, 
UPI) 


Pentagon also probing Korean payoffs 


WASHINGTON (AP). - The U.S. 
Defence Department is conducting 
its own. investigation of the Korean 
Influence-buying scandal in an effort 
to determine whether payoffs and 

gifts flowed to the Pentagon as well 
as to Capitol Hill. 

The Pentagon acknowledged on 

Wednesday that it began its own in- 
vestigation earlier this month. A 
Pentagon spokesman said the in- 
vestigation was ordered “because of 
Information that there have been Im- 
proprieties." 

Justice Department officials told a 
group of Congressmen on Wednes- 
day that "a very few" indictments 
are expected as a result of the 
department's Investigation. 

Assistant Attorney General Ben- 
jamin R. Civiletti said no final deci- 
sion has been made to seek in- 


dictments against anybody, 
although he said several cases are at 
the point where a decision will be 
made shortly. 

Speaker of the House Thomas P. 
O'Neill said earlier this week that he 
understood five persons would be in- 
dicted soon. Sources said the five 
would include former Congressmen, 
but no one now holding office. 

But Civiletti said the probe has not 
even produced enough "evidence of 
a chargeable crime" to take action 
against South Korean rice dealer 
Tongsun Park, the central figure in 
the scandal. 

After Civiletti 'a cautious assess- 
ment at the unusual briefing, Atty.- 
Gen. Griffin Bell told the 
Congressmen: "There are some peo- 
ple who will be prosecuted, while 


others will be absolved." 

Civiletti arid an obvious problem 
la that Park has fled to London and 
the Justice Department would need 
"evidence of a chargeable crime" to 
extradite him. 

“If we had that evidence there 
would be an indictment today," 
Civiletti said, "and we would have 
extradition proceedings begun." 

Park's distribution of money in 
Congress 'and around Washington 
appears to have been legal cam- 
paign and office account con- 
tributions to a number of 
Congressmen. The Justice Depart- 
ment and House Ethics Committee 
are trying to determine if he actually 
was trying Illegally to buy 
Congressional good will for the South 
Korean government. 


Smith enters fray over evicting coloureds 


SALISBURY. — Rhodesian Premier 
Ian Smith has promised to in- 
vestigate the plight of a Coloured 
(mlxed-race'i family threatened 
with eviction from their home 
because they live in a whltes-only 
suburb. 

"I am most concerned about this 
. unfortunate incident which is totally 
out of keeping with what we are try- 
ing to achieve in Rhodesia,” be said 
about the incident which has become 
a nationwide controversy. "I have 
asked for the full facts of this case to 
be obtained for me." 

George Adams, his wife and their 
four children have been told by the 
Salisbury city council it is going to 
enlorce a prohibition order in their 
title deeds which states the Salisbury 
suburb of Prospect is reserved for 
whites only. 

The Adams have been living in a 
$21,870 bungalow bn four acres of 
land in Prospect for two years. 

Adams works for a firm which 
erects security fences around 


military establishments and farms 
in areas threatened by Black 
nationalist guerrillas. His 23-year- 
old son is in the armed forces. 

"What I cannot understand," 
Smith said, “is how the family were 
able to purchase the property ln the 
first place If such ownership Is 
against the laws of Rhodesia. How 
can they be evicted when they own 
the property?" 

In moving towards an accom- 
modation with Black nationalists 
seeking majority rule, the White 
Rhodesian government recently 
passed a law scrapping much racial 
discrimination. 

Salisbury city councillor Timothy 
Stamps told reporters on Wednesday 
the government had given "tacit 
assurances" that under the new law, 
the land tenure amendment act, cer- 
tain of Salisbury's southern suburbs 
would become non-racial. 

But Bill Irvine, minister of housing 
and local government, deified this. 
He said he had made it -‘quite clear" 


A in parliament that the government 
had no intention of extending ex- 
isting non-racial areas. 

In London, Rhodesian nationalist 
leader Joshua Nkomo said yesterday 
he was on his way to Cuba to ask 
Premier Fidel Castro for weapons 
to fight the guerrilla war in 
Rhodesia. He insisted he would not 
ask Castro for troops. 

Nkomo on Wednesday told Prime 
Minister James Callaghan that his 
guerrilla group was asking not only 
Cuba but also nations of the Soviet 
bloc in Europe for increased arms. 

The military command ln 
Rhodesia said yesterday that two 
buses carrying Black children ‘in 
eastern Rhodesia on Wednesday 
detonated landmines planted by 
Black insurgents, killing a boy and a 
driver and wounding 11 youths. In 
the same area, a Black woman 
storekeeper “was beaten to death 
with rocks by a terrorist gang," the 
command said. (Reuter, AF.UPT)

Punk Rockers get feedback in violence 


LONDON (UPI>. — Bob Geldof, 
vocalist of the Punk Rock group 
BoomtownRats, was singing Into his 
microphone when ia stranger strode 
onstage and punched him full in the 
face. 

Before Geldof, bleeding from nose 
and mouth, could recover, the man 
disappeared into the audience. 

Punk Rock — the "new wave" In 
Rock and Roll with primitive 
rhythms and lyrics about violence — 
is going through a trying period at 
the moment. Its young stars have 
become targets of verbal and, often, 
physical abuse from Teddy Boys 
who affect 1950's gear and roam the 
streets looking for trouble. 

Teds — who wear suede shoes with 
thick rubber sales known as "brothel 
creepers," fluourescent socks and 
DA haircuts — lately re-emerged in 


force to counter the Punks who have 
no set uniform but seem to dress in 
torn denims and jackets held 
together by safety pins as often as 
anything else. 

The situation is reminiscent of the 
feud between the Mods and Rockers 
that marked the introduction of Rock 
and Roll itself a generation ago. 
Respite that confrontation, a power- 
ful new music came into- befog. 

Most critics do not as yet see the 
same promise ln the energetic 
simplicity of Punk Rock. But some 
say it is bound to evolve and 
revitalize rock, even if the direction 
is a bit uncertain at the moment. 
What is certain Is that Punk Rockers 
are having to run the risk of 
“punchups” to enjoy their music. 

There have been a number of gang 
fights at Punk Rock shows and at- 
tacks on such “new wave" per- 


sonalities as Johnny Rotten of the 
pioneer Sex Pistols, Paul Cook and 
members of the Adverts and Damn- 
ed groups. Rotten was reported to 
have been slashed in one Punk -Ted 
hassle. American Leee Childers, the 
Heartbreak era' manager and one of 
the founders of Punk Rock, was 
beaten up by the Punks who mistook 
him for a Ted. 

The solution for Punk Rockers 
would be to hire the security firms 
who turn out small armies to control 
the concerts of the big stars of Rock 
and Roll. 

But the new groups can’t afford 
the expense. 

Though they sing about violence, 
the dole and social change, they do 
not think they are breeding the 
violence they suffer. 

“Violence," said a Punk Rocker, 
“Is for singing, not doing."

EEC going ahead with fast 
breeders despite U.S. ban 


BRUSSELS (UPI) . — The European 
Common Market (EEC) will con- 
tinue to develop fast-breeder nuclear 
reactors regardless of President 
Jimmy Carter’s decision to suspend 
similar development In the U.S. , a 
market official said yesterday. 

“We have no choice,” said the 
Common Market's energy chief. 
Guido Brunner, explaining that the 
EEC already is falling far behind its 
targets for energy saving by 1985. 

Fast breeders produce more fuel 
than they use but also- burn and 
spawn deadly plutonium, only small 
amounts of which are needed to 
make a nuclear bomb. 

Carter wants to suspend fast 1 
breeder development in all of the in- 
dustrialized world, pending a two- 
year study on nuclear fuel. 


The seven nations which attended ' : 
the economic summit in London in 
May will take part in the study, but '.r 
the role of the Common Market — l 
which has its own atomic agency, 
Euratom — as a member of the 
study group was still uncertain. The X - 
members of tbe group are the U.S., 
Canada, Japan, Britain, France, Ita- i 
ly and West Germany. 

BTunner told a news conference 
the study should neither exclude the „ . 
Common Market's own nuclear ex- 
pertise nor be used as a pretext to 
block fast breeder development. 

“Tbe community and its member j 
states must preserve the option of 
making fast breeder reactors 
available to utilities on a commer- 
cial b asm during the early 1990s,'' he 
said.

Rome was old when wolf suckled twins 


ROME (AP). — Rome may already 
have been 500 years old when 
Romulus and Remus, the city's 
legendary founders, first came on 
the scene. 

Archeologists, after a chance dis- 
covery, reported on Wednesday that 
they have unearthed evidence of an 
early settlement that punches more 
holes in the legend ‘of the wolf- 
suckled twins. 

Professor Carlo Pietrengeli, 
Rome's superintendent of an- 
tiquities. said the digs on the 
Cap I to line Hill could date Rome's 
founding as far back as 1,300 B.C.E. 

“There's little question that this 
settlement goes back at least 500 
years before the traditional founding 
date, and it’s probably older," 


Pietrangeli said in an interview. 

Legend has it that the twins 
Romulus and Remus floated down 
the Tiber ln a reed basket, were 
found and suckled by a mother wolf, 
and that Romulus killed his brother 
and founded Rome in 753 B.C.E. 

The find was actually made by a 
group of workmen, digging ln Mar- 
cus Aurelius Square to install a 
diesel oil tank for heating city hall 
and other municipal offices on the 
stately piazza. 

Unearthed miraculously intact 
were ceramic fragments, animal 
bones, grains of iron, and braces of a 
road and a canal dug to bring in 
water, presumably from the Tiber 
River. 

Pietrangeli said foe discoveries 


point to a settlement of shepherds 
who grazed their herds atop the 
Capitoline, one of the seven hills of 
Rome, now with a square designed 
by Michelangelo which is one of tbe 
city’s principal tourist attractions. 

Work was immediately baited on 
the site and the archeologists moved 
in. 

"Digging will resume in 
September, when we hope to get a 
better idea of the extent of foe settle- 
ment and fix the date." The find Is 
the latest in a series questioning the 
Romulus and Remus legend. 
Undeterred modern-day Romans 
celebrate the city's birthday as April 
21, based on the calendar of the an- 
cient Roman forefathers. 

Last year, digs near foe Capitoline 


hill and in C&stel di Declma, 16 
kilometres south of the city, reveal- 
ed traces of human settlements at 
least two centuries before the 
celebrated twins. 

Historians say the Inhabitants of 
the Castel di Declma settlement may 
have been'killed or enslaved by later 
Romans, a theory explaining why 
what appeared to be a bustling com- 
mercial city vanished. 

In an added dividend, the 
Capitoline find led Pietrangeli 's 
team to foe discovery of two -tombs 
near the Tabulaiium, the depository 
of the state archives built in 78 
B.C.E. The archeologists said this 
has enabled them to complete the 
layout ol the construction.

Gush Bmunim. That the Rabin 
g o v er nm ent had abdicated the right 
or decision about the future of 
Samaria to the Gush had become an 
accepted way of life; we knew that 
the, government decision to 
eradicate - Kaddum would never be 
implemented. But, we thought, when 
Begin became prime minister he 
and his Cabinet would decide when, 
where and how the West Rawir would 
be absorbed. 

Apparently this is not going to 
happed; the Gush is atm the arbiter 
of our relations with the Americans 
and the Arabs. I- hope Jimmy 
understands why *h f* is so; I don't. 

‘THIS IS Tour Life," devoted to that 
very pleasant and interesting man, 
Mbshe Rivlin, moved at the pace of a 
snail dancing a minuet. Perhaps 
because the two themes of the even- 
ing were religion and MniriRw, Am/^ 
Ettinger apparently decided that 
time was in no way of the essence: In 
slow and stalely style we wandered 
down the crevices of Jerusalem's 
history, gathering occasional a «!«<»■ 
among weeds of boredom. 

ha fact, the programme was so- 
leisurely that- at time I thought 
Mb she himself was failing asleep; I 


certainly saw several people In the 
audience who followed the 
proceedings with rapt attention, as 
indicated by their keeping their eyes 
tightly closed, like the judge in 
“Pickwick Papers." 

I don’t know, whether the method 
of presentation was Amos' fault; or 
whether is was thrust upon him by 
the participants. EBs opening gambit 
was & very good one. with Moahe in- 
vited to explain relations between 
Israelis and Diaspora Jews to high 
school pupils, who suddenly whipped 
out ‘This Is Tour Life." Then we 
Were, taken to the heder, and were 
told"that Mbshe had had a very 
religious upbringing. So far, so good 
— a programme full of possibilities. 

At this stage we were introduced to 
Rabbi Shmuel Avid or Hacohen, and 
the show collapsed. The Rabbi took 
over the proceedings; we might have 
been sitting with a group of rabbis 
debating endlessly in Talmudic 
fashion what some lines in the Bible 
meant. Hie impression that we had 
all the time In the world became in- 
tensified when -we moved from the 
heder to the Alums School. 

Even the Gadna and the Bagana 
did not liven up the proceedings. 
Mosfae was responsible for getting 
religious girls to enlist; we heard a 
good- story from Levi Yitzhak 
Hayerush&lmi about his grand- 
father. a venerable rabbi, being ask- 
ed to decide whether religious girls 
could serve in the armed forces. 
After meditating for an horn, be 
gave Ms verdict: not only were they 
permitted to do so, it would be a 
mitsva for them to enlist. I wish he 
was still around. Netanel Lorch got 
in one good crack about Mo she, who, 


he said, then as now, always knew 
everything, all the latest news and 
gossip^ 

Perhaps because he had got too 
preoccupied with depicting' 
Jerusalem as a- city of 
neighbourhoods in the old days. 
Amos Ettinger. it seemed to me, 
missed an opportunity to present the 
Jewish Agency to Israel as it really 
' is, a vital and dynamic driving- 
force, not a fosMhsed dinosaur, 
which la its stereotype in Israeli 

eyes. Avraham Agmon did describe 
how Pinh&s Sapir set out to raise the 
millions of dollars needed to pay for 
;the Tom KJppur War. Their 
gloomiest predictions proved to be 
over-optimistic;' the cost was 
colossal, overwhelming, but 
somehow Sapir inspired world 
Jewry to cough tip unprecedented 
amounts. 

Mbshe summed up the evening by 
saying that it had^certainly helped 
ihim to haye"* such deep 
roots In Judaism, although he 
had turned from belief In God to 
belief in Berl Katznelson because of 
the Holocaust. He hoped that Israelis 
would change their attitude from 
"It's due to me” to "I care." Maybe 
we will. But I doubt It. 

"THAT’S MT SECRET” brought us 
a wonderful man who should be used 
by the Premier in his Investigation of 
the Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee. Asher can identify to a 
millimetre where an underground 
leak has taken place. With bis tricky 
Instruments, hie could identify the 
leaker in the Cbmmittee. or in the 
Government. In next to no time . 

Dina Barzilal. heroine of 


Hefer's famous song, was identified 
at the last moment, in an Inspired 
flash, by Eli Tavori. who has become 
so good at this game that I suspect 
Uri Zohar may be leaking hi™ infor- 
mation before the programme 
begins. Dina disclosed that Hmw 
took some liberties with her 
measurements, to get his words to fit 
his tune, but she certainly 
demonstrated that she was the right 
selection for a light lyric that still 
lives, 20 years later. 

The best news of the week was that 
Anwar Sadat was knocking the stuf- 
fing -out of Colonel Mu'ammer Gad' 
dafi. It couldn't happen to a more 
deserving man, with the possible ex- 
ception of 2di Amin. 

Jordan TVs news was strangely 
silent about the fighting between 
Egypt and Libya; perhaps they were 
pressed for time, because they 
to give so much attention to 
Menahem Begin. Begln's public 
relations boys should send some at- 
tractive stills of the Premier to Jor- 
dan; they are using pictures which 
make our prime minister look like 
Count Dracula. I doubt whether this 
is deliberate; most of their 
photographs of Israelis are far mare 
flattering than those used by Israel 
Television. 

YISRAEL Yea hay aim was very 
dignified and surprisingly free of 
resentment when he discussed, on 
"Behind the Headlines," the 
frustrations of being put out to grass 
while still possessed of all his vigour. 
He demonstrated that he could still 
handle a shrewd gavel, but added 
that he understood the desire of the 
youngsters In the Alignment to get 
xid at Mm, as he was the last of the 
party’s First Knesset generation. He 
also thought that the objectivity 
demanded of a Speaker had made 
him remote from the Party. Handled 
with rare sympathy by Yaron Lon- 
don, be retired to say what MKs he 
thought should never have been 
allowed to enter the Knesset; asked 
who were the greats, he naturally 
placed B-G first.

THE FLAT-TOPPED IDF lah&tng 
craft cruising slowly through' the 
Straits of Tirap was being used for 
peaceful purposes. On the deck, un- 
der a broiling 30-degree sun, young 
Jews from four continents spon- 
taneously joined hands with soldiers 
to dance a bora and sing Hebrew 
songs. 

Da the centre of’ the country, they 
spent one morning with immigrants 
at absorption centres,' com- 
municating In French, Spanish, 
English and Yiddish about what it Is 
Uke to come on ally a. Eschewing 
hotels and guest houses, they slept 
over and ate dinner In the homes of 
Galilee settlers. 

It was not a typical mission of con- 
tributors arid fund-raisers from the 
Diaspora. "We wanted to meet the 
people, not listen to speeches," says 
Peter Levy, a 37-year -old British 
real estate broker who took part in 
the Yahdav World Young 
Leadership Mission of Keren 
Hayes od. “Lectures by Jewish Agen- 
cy and government officials should 
generally be dispensed with. We can 
read about their politics and opinions 
in the newspapers." 

The young Jews, ranging In age 
from 20 to 10, didn't come to be enter- 
talned or pampered as VTPS and 
were enthusiastic . about the idea of 
roughing It. When the civilian Arkia 
planes filled up with participants, 
the several dozen who were leftover 
cheerfully packed into a Hercules 
military transport plane for a bop 
from ESI at to Tel Aviv. Despite the 
oppressive heat Inside, the 
cacophony of bells, screeches and 
engine roar, a hefty West German 
baritone named Bruno led them 
throughout the flight in more 
-Hebrew choruses. 

“The mission was the result of 
eight years' hard work,” says Zvi 
Raviv, the head of Keren Hayesod’s 
young leadership division. " Our 
target is Jews who' grew, up after the 
Holocaust and 1948, a generation 
that does not know what it was like to 
live without the State of Israel.” 

The division organized potential 
leaders In 28 countries (Keren 
Hayesod operates throughout the 
free world except the U.S.), as king 
them to give money, to collect from 
others and to learn about Israel 
“Apart from raising millions of 
dollars for Israel, we have turned 
them Into the future leaders of Keren 
Hayesod," Raviv asserts. Aliya' is 
also an intended by-product. 

. “It’s very interesting to look at toe 
latest combat planes and weapons," 
■ays Sasha Tessler, after a 
strenuous E&nai tour that included an 


' aerobatic display and conversations 
ytth Air Force and Navy officers 
men. But Tessler, a 29-year-old 
Ider who works as a volunteer 
[organiser for young leadersMp In 
Frankfurt, peri era to meet Israelis, 
i His Jewish peers in many Euro- 
pean countries are In danger, he 
(warns. ‘Tm very afraid that If we 

£ an*t do something to curb Inter- 
larrlage, many Jews will Just get 
Jost.” Tessler believes that in- 
creasing awareness and support for 
Israel among the younger genera- 
tion will help bolster Jewish Identity 
- land 'lead some to ally a. 

. Peter Levy views the Anglo- 
Jewish community aa very apathetic 
.'about Jewish life. They talk shout 
the Arab enclave In London and 
seem to feeL uncomfortable about it, 
.but some, he Says, admit that 
. petrodollars are good for their 
business. 

; The younger generation in the 
community are not Impressed by 
jfoid-ralalng banquets, speeches unfl 
(plaques. “They need to feel mare 
Jewish identity, mare involvement 
land education, so they can make up 
(their own minds." A number of 
/'doves" on the mission, according to 
Levy, changed their minds when 
they visited the Golan and the- 
jterritaries daring the mhudon's ex- 
cursions. Die young leadership par- 
ticipants tend more than their 
parents to want to know how the 
■Jewish Agency spends their con- 
tributions. "although toe final deci- 
sion must, of course, be made in 
Israel." 

j Pete Hammerman, & furrier in 
Sydney, started organising young 
(leadership six years ago and now has 
flflO people in that Australian city 
jalane. This year he expects them to 
raise 800,000 Australian dollars. The 

29-year-old Hamm erman began his 
Jewish involvement circulating JNF 
“blue boxes,” but was attracted tt 
Keren Hayessod because hewanted 
more active participation In the’ 
cause. “To come to live in .Israel 
should be our aim, but it’s hard far 
many of us to come, at least in the 
near future. Tm a volunteer for my 
own benefit. It gives me great 
pleasure to see the hospitals, 
kindergartens and absorption cen- 
!tres buUt vdth our funds.". 

None of the 240 mission par- 
ticipants expressed disappointment 
with the' 10-day adventure. 
Highlights they cited always In- 
volved the people they had met. 
They took the addresses of many 
Israelis and say they intend to cor- 
respond. Some of them. If they follow 
through on their dreams, will end up 
here permanently.

The insensitivity of power

(A VRAHAM) SHAPIRO 
WE ALL WISH that our favourite 
Amerlcan-presldents were also those 
best for the Jews and for Israel. It 
still rankles that Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, whom American Jews 
idolized and idealized, did little or 
nothing to give shelter to the tide of 
Jewish refugees fiorn Nazi'peraecu- 
tion in the 1930s. Indeed, by sup- 
pressing knowledge of the 
catastrophe befalling European 
Jewry during the war years, in the 
opinion of some.he contributed to the 
dimensions at the disaster. Was this 
blemish on the record of a great 
leader the result of Insensitivity? 

On the other band, we balk at 
accepting solid support when it 
rmnnn foam toe tide of 
politics. Unable to be indifferent, we' 
screen out the unpleasant aspects of 
reality, cultivating a studied insen- 
sitivity of our own. Perhaps that is 
why some Israelis, were indifferent 
about the American commitment in 
Vietnam: and be lit tier! -■.the 
jjggtftoance of J •. 

Yitzhak Rabin, as Arnhwniwilnr in 
.Washington and as Prime Minister, . 
intervened in the American scene to 
■desensitize the issue of support far 
Israel. Die political efficacy of the 
American. Jewish community could 
be maximised by increasing its 
capability far manoeuvre between 
the rival political camps. Today the 
organized Jewish, community in the 
(United States operates as an effec- 
tive lobby in toe American tradition 
pressure group activity, without 
or commitments to party or in- 
ch viduaL 

Yet, in the field of concrete 
decision-making, the major purpose 
of meetings between the President of 
|the United States and the Prime 
of Israel is to activate the 
es of the incumbent in the 
(White House In support of Israel. 
[Presidential power Is Institutional 
er, but it la also personal power, 
the loneliness of the demands 
the office. The decisions, In the 
analysis, are the President's. 
Hence, our interest in toe range of 
sensitivities of toe President. For, as 
President Garter has noted, "the 
strength of a powerful person In his 
(thrust on a city or a nation or a world 
can be insensitive.- Aametimea the 
Reparation between power and peo- 
rjle IS npr wp n gnltf rt By the «t wmg 
loaders. And the Insensitivity that's 
inherent in power, -mat ought to Da a 
[warning to us.” 

President Carter made his. com- 
jment in response to a question by 
|Neto York Times Book Review 
•Editor Harvey Shapiro, relating to a 
Mm from a poem by Dylan Thomas

that precedes Us autobiography. 
Thej future President first en- 
^cHntrt*e & ■ s th & poetry-of -Dylan 
Thomas' while b row sin g through an 
' :i ahffic9ogy^Af 'modern verse in 1985 
when the fertilizer business was 
alow. Die poem that caught Mr. 
Carter’s attention was “ A Refusal to 
Mourn the Death by Fire of a Chad in 
London.” 

■ “I didn't understand the poem 
when I read it,” explained the Presi- 
dent in his June 19 New York Times 
Book Review Interview. “But the 
last line said, After the first death 
there is no. other.* And I thought 
about it fin: a while and I went back 
'fnd read the poem again." 

Reading the poem again with our 
own concerns in mind, one must ad- 
mit to a national prejudice against 
the poet's Injunction not to mourn, so 
as not to diminish the dimensions of 
the disaster. Our excuse, of course, 
Is our national history. Nor can we 
wait, in the wards of Dylan Thomas, 
until we “must enter again the 
round/Zion qf the water bead /And 
the synagogue of the ear of corn. " 

The inadequacy of expression is 
matched by an inadequacy of action. 
The taro express limitations derived 
ultlfnately from a tragic sense of 
life. It is on this tragic Intuition that 
the President's political philosophy 
ultimately rests. 

There is an interrelationship, Mr. 
.Carter asserted, between Dylan 
Thomas' poems and a line of 
Reinbold Niebuhr's that also 
precedes his autobiography, “ The 
sad duty of politics is to establish 
justice in aeinfitl world. ” While this 
defines the role of the political 
leader, it also d efines his limitations. 


For the world remains sinful, the 
duty 8 ad. 

The tragic sense, therefore, dic- 
tates limitations to the political 
process. Garry Wills suggests that it 
is “precisely this recognition of limit 
that separates him ( Carter) from 
modern liberals. He knows it Is non- 
sense to think we have nothing to 
fear but fear itself. We have evil to 
fear." 

It is also toe theme dominating the 
best of the Southern writers, of 
whom William Faulkner Is the 
President's favourite. “I've read all 
of Faulkner's books, and have all of 
them as a matter of fact," Mr. 
Carter stated in the New York Times 
inter v iew. “I think he has most ac- 
curately analysed... the fallibility of 
human beings and the basic 
weakness of mankind-” - 

One wonders how a president so 
aware of “the Insensitivity that’s In- 
herent in power." the limitations of 
politics, and human fallibility win 
see Ms sad duty in this sinful part of 
the world. One can expect that a 
moralizing foreign policy In the 
hands of President Carter will avoid 
the pitfalls of that other “political 
gospeler," Woodrow Wilson. 

Wilson sent a two-man commis- 
sion to post-World War I Palestine, 
charged with the task of ascer- 
taining the desires of the Indigenous 
population, in the framework of IQs' 
Fourteen Points. Presumably 
Secretary Vance’s mission will be 
far more complex. 

Perhaps the Secretary should in- 
clude in his brief-case & copy of 
Dylan Thomas, so he can ponder toe 
meaning of the stanzas of "The Hand 
That Signed the Paper, ” from which 
Carter chose the lines for his auto- 
biography: 

The hand that signed the treaty 
bred a fever, 

And famine grew, and locusts 
came; 

Great is the hand that holds domi- 
nion over 

Man by a scribbled ‘name. 

The' five kings count the dead 
but 35 not soften 

The crusted t pound nor stroke the 
brow; 

A hand rules pity as a hand rules 
heaven ; 

Hands have no tears to flow.* 

The lines Carter chose were. 
" Great is the hand that holds domi- 
nion over/ Man by a scribbled 
name.” The meaning of the poem, 
the insensitivity of power, the Presi- 
dent asserted, was summarized in 
the concluding verse: "Hands have 
no tears to flow . "

The central figures are the 
noted American saxophonist Stan 
Getz- and the Israeli composer- 
guitarist Yossi Piamenta. 

It all began when Getz came here 
lost year with Ms group to take part 
In the Israel Festival, and received a 
telephone call at Ms hotel from a 
young man who wanted ' to join 
musical ideas with him. Open- 
minded and’ friendly, Getz was hap- 
py .to listen to the work of this 
stranger and to find for himself that 

the twain can indeed meet It had 
been done before, the g^xing of the 
music of East and West, but he had 
not had any part of it. 

’ Piamenta's'lutegration of Sephar- 
dic and oriental melodies into the 
percussive world of jazz-rock made 
an immediate Impact on Getz. He 
himself had created a musical sensa- 
tion in the sixties when his visions 
of . SraxOlan - melodies gave the 
word "bossa-nova” an important 
place in the dictionary of popular 
ipusfc. 

Getz — a leading jazz personality 
for nearly SO years — was impressed 
by the Piamenta sound. Said Getz: 
‘I look far four things in music — . 
form, logic, content and feeling, and 
Yosai’s work had all 'these. I knew it 
was something special — authentic 
and infectious — something that had 
to be recorded- and brought to the

notice of people.” True to his resolve 
a recording was made and wifi be 
released soon under the title “Getz- 
Pi amenta: Mosaic Drea m s . " 

At his concerts here Getz will play 
with Ms own group as well as with 
that of Piamenta. 

Born In Philadelphia of Russian- 
Jewish parents, Getz became a 
professional musician in hia teens, 
and through the years has played 
with most of the best-known names 
In' jazz, from “Swing King" Benny 
Goodman to modernists such as Diz- 
zy Gillespie and (Rick Corea. His un- 
ique sound. Inventiveness, lyricism 
and robust good taste have enabled 
Mm to maintain a high place in a 
profession which 1 b warm but fierce- 


ly competitive. 

His return to Israel after only a 
year marks more than just a round 
of concert engagements. Getz's in- 
itial visit last year was something of 
■a voyage of discovery and made him 
wont to know more of the country 
and the people. The concerts with 
Piamenta havegivenhim this oppor- 
tunity.

'i Tiw fitftr iRE of Gideon 
alder ably greater than the modest 
realm of Ms predecessors, since the 
Public Works Department has been- 
transferred from the Ministry of 
Labour to that of .Bousing. This 
m e a ns that he is responsible for all 
Government bunding activity in the' 
country, including hospitals,, 
schools, and public buildings, as well 
as for providing roofs over theheads 
of the citizenry. The number of 
employees for whom he is responsi- 
ble has risen from 2.100 to 8,200, and 
his budget this year will be IL7b. 

“We are putting into effect a con- 
cept worked out by a special com- 
mittee farmed by Likud,” aaya Mr.' 
Patt, a member of the Liberal wing 
of the Likud. “We decided that ail 
Government activities involving': 
construction should be concentrated 
in one hand. In the past-there were 
many instances in which more than 
one Ministry went out to get bids In 
the same city at the same time,- and,, 
by competing with each o their enabl- 
ed contractors to charge higher 
prices. Standards also varied from 
place to place, and from job to job." 

He Is frankly appalled by the hous- 
ing situation In Israel, where prices 
-of homes have soared, to 
astronomical heights, 20 per cent of 
young married couples live with 
their parents in over-crowded 
apartments, and anybody busring a 
home has to assume crushing 
obligations. 

“I feel that a very awkward situa- 
tion has been created," he says. “A 
young family, or a family with many 
children living In the slums, has no 
choice but to buy at a price way 
beyond their means. They commit . 
themselves to repayments which 
cripple their lives. For instance, 
take a young couple that wants to 
live in Ashdod, where the man can 
get a job. They can get 60 percent on 
mortgage, if they’re lucky. The 
balance la found by them and their 
parents borro w ing from all possible 
sources at very high rates of in- 
terest. 

“Even then, the best that they can 
afford is probably a very small two- 
roomed apartment, although the size 
of the family requires a larger home. 
They stay in that tiny apartment for 
years, until they have paid off the 
debts, and can sell it and move 
elsewhere. This means that, during 
those critical years for the family, 
they are living in shim conditions, 
and are cutting their standard of liv- 
ing so as to meet their obligations. I 
would like them to pay less for hous- 
ing, and to be able to enjoy a better 
life for themselves and their 
children. 

“Another problem caused by thin 
terrific over-emphasis on house 
purchase is that it has destroyed the 
mobility of labour. That man in 
Ashdod may be offered a better job ' 
in Kiryat Haim, but he is tied to Ms 
house, he just can't move. This hr 
very bad for the economy, when we 
are making such efforts to move 
warkera.intonrDductgjN^'! 

The idea oa makfQg.peg&^Tji^y' 
hquHilgratljer than rent ft evcdved in . 
the ‘fifties, when the „th5il " 
governments were anxious to root 
people in new development towns 
and villages. Otherwise, it was 
feared, they would an flock into 
slums around Tel Aviv and Haifa. 

“Perhaps there was something to 
the concept then, although they 
could have rooted people by 
providing rental housing as well aa 
by giving them no alternative but to 
buy. Even if a case could be made 
out for such a policy then, the needs 
. of the economy changed completely, 
and there was nib necessity to go on 
and on with the idea that people 
should not be mobile. It has hindered 
the economy considerably. 

“I want to see a situation where 
. people will have a choice, either to 
buy or to lease, at reasonable prices 
or rents. Those who want to buy 
should be able to do so with the help - } 


of the state; those who want to rent 
should alko be free to. do so. General* 
ly speaking, to other .Western coun- 
tries, young people like -to rent 
before they And' out'exactly where' 
and how they are gotog.to settle per- 
" manently. I would 'like to get . the 
same situation here, 

‘*lfce problem, of course, is how to 
bring -about changes in a position 
that has developed over three 
decades? It's easier said than dose. I 
got some new ideas at about three 
.o'clock one morning, after a 
sleepless night mulling over the dif- 
ficulties. The first thing I did when I 
got to the office was to sound out my 
advisers as to whether my plans 
were practicable. 

“I worked on the principle that It’s 
an in wind that blows nobody some 
good. The housing company. Shikun 
vePituah, had 6,000 -empty 
apartments; other KnUtWng firms 
were also in had shape. There were 
many empty flats in the .three big 
cities and various other towns. I 
' decided that the Government should 
take them over and throw them on 
the rental market. 

"Then I decided to offer, to build 
for people prepared to invest to ren- 
tal housing. We’ll give them 
mortgages to help them to build, and 
we'll build and run the apartments 
for them for, say, seven years. At the 
end of that time the mortgages will 
be paid. Rents will depend on areas. 
Well give subsidies to tenants who 
need them. The investor won't get a 
return on bis capital during the 
seven years he is paying off the 
mortgage, but he does.get the capital 
gain, and he ends up with a paid-up 
prop er ty. 

"This idea has created great in- 
terest among investors, both In 
Israel and abroad." .. 

THE MINISTER does not enty condemn 
the. policy of predecessors to not 
providing adequate rental housing, 
he Is also critical of the role played 
by the Lands Authority. 

"Because of socialist doctrines, 
the Lands Authority was scared that 
Jews would make a profit out of land 
If they could buy the freehold. Aa a 
result, the Authority kept back land, 
and deliberately created a scarcity. 

It set the pace of supply and demand 
to such away that p r o perty was put 
way out of reach of the average 
Israeli; paradoxically, the 
Authority's policy favoured the rich, 
who could afford to pay 
astronomical prices for very scarce 
land. ' 

“I hope that the Government will 
unfreeze 250,000 dunams of land in 
various parts of the country, and will 
thus bring down prices. Do you 
know, to most Western countries, the 
percentage^ Jand value to built-up 
proper ti es is 20 to 25 per cent? In 
Israel, it's 45 to 60 per cent. 

“Why shouldn't Jews be allowed to 
acquire the freehold to their land, 


why must they get. only leasehold? 
What was the Government afraid of? 
Keeping land for speculation instead 
of development can be prevented by 
heavy taxation on unimproved land. 
The. more people build, the more 
bousing there is,- the better it is for 
the economy. But nobody wants to 
develop land for which he has only 
leasehold title. 

'The whole question of the Lands 
Authority la being reviewed by the 
Government. Personally. I'd like to 
see it moved to the Ministry of 
Energy and Infrastructure." 

The Minister has had no previous 

experience In building, but does not 
consider this to be a disadvantage. 

“I don’t think any minister except 
the Minister of Justice has to be an 
expert in the field dealt with by his 
Ministry. The Minister of Justice ob- 
viously has to be a lawyer, but the 
Minister of Health needn’t be a doc- 
tor, the Minister of Transport 
doesn’t have to be a bus driver, and 
the Minister of Social Welfare 
doesn't have to be a social welfare 
- case. 

- "A cabinet minister, in my opi- 
nion, should be hard-working, in- 
telligent, with an open mind and the 
ability to make choices of policy 
among alternatives submitted to 
him by his advisers. He has to devote 
all his time to the affairs of his 
Ministry. 1 hope that I will fit the for- 
mula I’ve laid down." 

What about participating to major 
decisions about war, peace, relations 
with the Arabs, annexation or 
otherwise of territory? Surely these 
matters interfere with the concen- 
tration on the work of each par- 
ticular Ministry? — 

"I personally was very happy 
when Menahem Begin told all 
Ministers not to make statements 
about fields to which they were not 
assigned. Of course, you have to par- 
ticipate in' decision-making, but it’s 
like being a member of a. board of 
directors of a company, not the head 
of every single department. There is 
so' much for each of us to do to his 
own field that there should be little 
time to interfere to somebody else 'a 
activities. That's how I see it; I want 
to get on with my own job." ~ 

PATfr has not changed the Director- 
General, or any members of the staff 
of the Ministry of Housing. 

"I have known the .Director- 
General tor many years, from the 
time when he worked at the Ministry 
of Finance. I'm satisfied that be is a 
very good man. My first impression 
Is that all the people to the Ministry 
are first-rate. In fact, when the 
Avraham Ofer tragedy took place, 
they did a wonderful job keeping 
things going under extremely dif- 
ficult conditions. So why make 
changes? My chauffeur, secretaries, 
everyone — they need the jobs, and I 
need them. But policies I certainly 
hope to alter for the better."

Ya'acobl had recently retired, at the' r 
age-; of ^69; -after i a distinguished 
career as a journalist for “Davar" 
and Jhe Jerusalem Post when he 
heard the news of the -terrorist 
massacre to Kiryat. Shmona to 1974. 

"Both my wife and I had the same 
reaction to the news," he recalls, 
“We both felt we should go to live hr 
Kiryat Shmona, and try to help the 
community.*'. The Ya'acobis sold 
their comfortable home in Rehovot, 
and moved to a small fiat in the 
struggling northern development 
town, where Yitzhak Ya’acobl began 
doing volunteer work helping young 
army veterans. 

“Ex-soldlers are an enormous 
problem in development towns," 
says Ya'acobl. Many of these young 
people did not complete high school, 
and upon returning from the army, 
find that they have no prospects. The 
deeper I got into this problem, the 
1 more 1 sow that something had to 
be done.” 

What Yitzhak Ya'acobl did was to 
create a highly successful one-year 
programme which gives the ex- 
soldlers a high school degree. Eighty 
■former servicemen have now com- 
pleted. the intensive course, which 
for many squeezes three years of 
high school into one, and a majority 
have gene on to bigfcerEtodfes, at uni-: 
versittes, teachers’ seminaries, ur 
pre-engineering programmes. "The 
purpose of the scheme is simply to 
give these young people a chance to 
life. Nearly all come from disadvan- 
taged backgrounds, and never had . 
the opportunity to learn. If 
neglected, they represent an ex- 
plosive social problem. But if given 
the chance, they can 'do. wonderful 
things.”

To help turn his dream into reality, 
Ya'acobl has run a. nonstop cam- 
paign to raise money from public 
and private sources. "After 44 years 
as a journalist, I have a few connec- 
tions,” acknowledges Ya'acobl, and 
he has received large contributions 
from a number of sources. But most 
crucial were the decisions' of the 
Ministry of Defence and the Ministry 
of Education and Culture jointly to 
sponsor and support the school. 
(Classes are held on the nearby c am- 
pus of Tel Hai regional college). 

The students pay no tuition fee and 
are given money to pay for food, as 
well as JX*200 a month pocket money. 

- They are housed to former slum 
build togs In Kiryat Shmona, which 
they helped to clean and fix up. Says 
Ya'acobl, "I managed to get beds 
and gas burners from the Jewish 
Agency. Lack of space has forced us 
to house three students to each tiny 
fiat of 40 square metres. We hope to 
-build new dormitories if the money 
can be found." 

Despite the problems, the first 
group of 80, which graduated to 
March 1976, succeeded beautifully, 
with many receiving 100 per cent on 
their examinations. The second 
group, which will graduate in a few 
months, has also done outstanding 
work. "They are incredibly 
motivated," says Ya’acobl. “It is 
fantastic to watch the change to 





Gideon Fatt 

Gideon Fatt was born in 1983, a 
member of a well-known Jerusalem 
family, who ran Fatt’s Bakery, 
across the street from the old 
Had ass ah Hospital to the Street of 
the Prophets. 

"It's a car-park now," he says sad- 
ly, obviously thinking that It should 
have been preserved as a landmark. 

He graduated from the religious 
Ma'ale High School, and went on to- 
study to the Rabbi Kook Ye shiv a. 
Then he served in Nahal. Subse- 
quently for four years he worked as 
secretary to the late Yosef Saphlr, 
who became Liberal Minister of 
Transportation in a coalition govern- 
ment. “We became very close 
friends," Patt recalls. 

When Saphlr went out of office. Patt 
decided that it was a good time to im- 
prove his academic knowledge; he 
spent several years at New York 
University, majoring In economics 
and doing business administration 
as a minor. While to the U.S.A., he 
was very active to Z.O.A. to 1967 
Saphlr entered the broad coalition 
formed by Levi Eshkol as Minister of 
Commerce and Industry; he called 
Patt back Into his service as his 
assistant. 

to 1&69. Patt was elected to the 
Knesset, and has been an MK ever 
since. During the Eighth Knesset, he 
was a member of the Finance 
Economic and Interior Committees, 
to 1968, he had become an adviser to 
a group of investors who formed a 
cold storage business. He resigned 
from the poet as soon as he was 
sworn to as a member of the Govern- 
ment.

, pletely different person." Uzl adds: 

! “I plan to stay to Kiryat Shmona, 

• and help develop this area. I want to 
make a conrlbution where it is moat 
"needed.” 

Says Moti Edri of Nazareth Bit, "I 
thought I was condemned to ‘black 
. work' all my life. Now I have learned 
. I have a technical talent that can be 
developed. I am grateful to this 
programme." Ya'aeov Re snick of 
Ashdod says, "I now plan to go on 
and learn psychology. It's something 
I always wanted to do, but never ex- 
pected to happen." 

Yitzhak Ya'acobl believes that the 
project has made an important con- 
tribution to Kiryat Shmona. ‘The 
citizens of the town appreciate the 
scheme. We need young people to 
help create local leadership here. I 
am optimistic that life will get better 
In Kiryat Simona." 

Ya’acobl wants to play a part to 
that future. "I'm 71 now, but work- 
ing with these young people has 
made me feel much younger. A man 
must renew himself to keep from 
rusting."

Unique yeshiva community draws 
ex-hippies and student rebels

THE ANSWER they have found may 
not suit many others, but a growing 
number of former hippies, New Left 
activists and student rebels of 
Jewish origin have ended their 
search for truth or for their identity 
to a unique yeshiva. 

Some of them took things a step 
further, and decided to build around 
their yeshiva a community based on 
their new way of life, combining the 
study of Judaism and the Tora with 
religiously-oriented economic ef- 
forts. 

The yeshiva, Ohr Sameyach, was 
established in Jerusalem by a group 
of young American Rabbis who Im- 
migrated to Israel a few years ago. 
The further step, the community, is 
bring established In Givat Ada, a 
small village east of Binyaxntoa. 

, At first, the Idea was merely to es- 
tablish another branch of the 
yeshiva, which had grown rapidly. 
Rabbi Nota Schiller, one of the 
founders and its executive head, ask- 
ed Uzl Narkiss. head of the Jewish 
Agency’s Immigration and Absorp- 
tion Department, for assistance 
regarding a location. Narkias 
responded with a suggestion that 
Ohr Sameyach take over an absorp- 
tion centre had been built for 
Russian immigrants to Givat Ada. 
(md had stood empty since Russian 
immigration slowed down. 

The stories of how many of these 
students came to Ohr Sameyach, 
are so unusual as to seem ex- 
aggerated. But on meeting the 
students one cannot but be Im- 
pressed. 

For example, a student leader 
from Florida, who led a revolt when 
his mentor, a visiting professor of 
architecture from Europe was dis- 
missed by his university, reached 
Israel after several months aboard a 
yacht in which he sailed from 
Florida in the company of non-Jews. 
Efe had no Jewish background to 
speak, of. beyond knowing he was 
horn Jewish, and when he began to 
work as an architect to Tel Aviv in a 
secular setting, he was disappointed 
with Israel, and returned to the U.S. 

Once back there, however, he 
became involved with the national 
Council of Synagogue Youth, and

later returned to Ohr Sameyach as a 
student. Later he married a former 
American school teacher who had 
also no Jewish background but had 
became 'interested and joined a 
women's yeshiva. The two became 
part of the pioneer group that went to 
Givat Ada. 

Then there is a former medical 
student who gave up medicine for 
the study of Tora; a former graduate 
student at Harvard In developmental 
psychology; a former opera student 
from a well-known conservatory; 
former actors, artists and just plain 
ex-hip pies. 

Generally, those who went to Givat 
Ada were students who had spent 
some time in the yeshiva in 
Jerusalem. However, the Tora 
Institute they established in Givat 
Ada soon began to draw Its own 
students as well. At present, there 
are more than 20 couples and some 
30 single students living in the 
former absorption centre. • 

They spend most of their time 
studying, each at bis own level. 
Some are already able to teach 
others. In the same study hall one 
can see a group learning how to read 
Hebrew, while another group tackles 
the Talmud. These students, whose 
upbringing included nothing Jewish 
beyond, at most, a meaningless Bar 
Mitzva ceremony, are known as 
Ba'alei Teshuva (“who havereturn- 
**d in repentance"). ■ 

Whether in the yeshiva in 
Jerusalem but especially to Givat 
Ada, where they are building their 
families, these students live on 
meagre stipends. They are In the 
process of establishing enterprises 
for self-support, and have begun to 
put up a workshop to produce tefillin 
(phylacteries) . making the housings 
and straps. More recently, some of 
the students have begun to study the 
scribe's art, to order to write the 
parchment scrolls for mezuzot, 
teJWin and, eventually, perhaps full 
Tora scrolls. Some are eyeing the 
possibilities of farming, and others 
are thinking .of ways to put to use 
other skills' they : have learned.^-'' 
Meanwhile^ an enterprise they_ es- 
tablished more' out of Interest and«, 
desire to carry a message than for 
profit, is their musical ensemble. 
With their varied repertoire, which 
combines modern folk and country . 
rock with religious music, and 
audience participation, their band 
and singers are in growing demand 
by schools and settlements to the 
area. 


It i3 difficult to pinpoint the 
method used to draw students to the 
yeshiva. or the qualities which aid ir. 
this. In many cases, someone con- 
nected with the institution simp'y ap- 
proaches a stranger who visits the 
Western Wall out of curiosity, and in- 
vites him to sample the study of 
Judaism, with the argument that he 
has so far rejected something linked 
to his birth roots without knowing 
anything about It. In other instances, 
“seekers" are attracted by being 
offered an opportunity to spend a 
Sabbath as guests of an observant 
family. 

One of the things which attest most 
strongly to the special qualities of 
Ohr Sameyach is its ability to retain 
a growing number of students who 
start out by merely paying a visit. 
Another is the success it has had 
with finding patrons abroad to aid It 
financially. One such patron, a 
veteran New York attorney who 
played a role in aiding the Hagana to 
pre-statehood days, has helped the 
yeshiva to obtain an estate outside 
New York City, in order to establish 
a linking branch there. A Canadian 
couple, Joseph and Faye Tanen- 
baum, have played a major role in 
helping build the two branches in 
Israel, which were named in their 
honour. 

Unexpectedly, the establishment 
of the institute to Givat Ada has been 
well received by the generally 
secular local residents, many of 
whom have begun to participate 
sporadically in the activities. "The 
neighbourhood children, on the other 
hand, have found It much easier to 
become involved with the new- 
comers. This begins with sports and 
games, but leads gradually into 
mutual study sessions, with the 
children helping the grown-up 
students to learn Hebrew, and in 
turn being introduced to Tora 
studies. There appears to be no con- 
flict whatsoL ser with the veteran in- 
habitants whom one might have ex- 
pected to fear , the orthodox "in- 
trusion" into their village. 

• Qhr^Sameyaph, .then, is_.net ju3t 
another yeshiva, for it has created a 
frame wrirk In which students can 
find kindred spirits and continue to 
study Tora while building a com- 
munity. The success it has met with 
to Givat Ada so far has encouraged 
its people to think in terms of turning 
this single project into a method. 
They are now thinking of es- 
tablishing similar cammunlties-ln- 
the -making to other locations.

IT TOOK 30 years for the Oriental 
Jewish community In Israel to see its 
culture officially recognized.

True, there were sporadic 
acknowledgements — such as the 
Israel Museum's exhibition on 
Moroccan life and culture. But there 
was no all-out effort to replace the 
stereotypes and prejudices against 
the Oriental Jew with an understan- 
ding of his history and folkways. Cer- 
tainly, little was done within the 
educational system to meet the ex- 
pectations of the Oriental Jewish 
community. 

European Jewish history, 
literature, culture, and rabbinical 
sources took precedence. Educators 
failed to mention, for example, that 
the Hassidlc Movement in Europe 
had a parallel movement in Yemen 

called the Dardar. But such 

omissions occurred through Ig- 
norance rather than bad will. 

Textbooks and bistory books 
described only in passing the com- 
munal life of Oriental Jews, while 
that of European Jews was 
emphasized. In fact, until fairly 
recently, there has been little 
research into the folkways of Orien- 
tal Jewry. 

In ‘'The Story of Two Cities,” the 
author, Amnon Shamosh, gives an 
excellent example of what can 
happen when a teacher Is simply 
misinformed. In class one day his 
teacher Innocently said that Jews all 
over the world light candles on Fri- 
day night. Little Amnon stood up and 
said that fits family did not light 
candles. Amnon's parents later in- 
formed the teacher that, in Syria, 
Jews light oil lamps. 

Ignorance of Oils type can only 
lead to misunderstanding on the part 
of the staff and resentment and 
trauma on the part of the pupil. At 
the Ministry of Education sym- 
posium on Oriental Jewish culture 
held in Jerusalem a few weeks ago, 
one participant recalled that when 
he was a young and somewhat insen- 
sitive teacher, some Yemenite 


children came to school at the begin- 
ning of the academic year in their 
tr ad itional costumes, with henna on 
their hands. Expressing his disgust, 
and without thinking, he ordered the 
children to leave the room and wash 
their hands. All the Ashkenazi 
children in the class laughed with 
scorn. 








LET US ADMIT that one reason why 
Oriental Jewish culture has been 
overlooked is that to some extent it 
was not a a highly developed as the 
European models. Jewish culture 
everywhere Is a mirror image of the 
societies in which It exists. In 
Western and Eastern Europe, eman- 
cipation freed the Jews politically as 
well as culturally. However, in some 
Arab countries — in Yemen, for ex- 
ample. and in North Africa at cer- 
tain times — conditions were not 
conducive to scholastic develop- 
ment. 

On tbe other hand, during the 
periods of French rule in North 
Africa, segments of the Jewish com- 
munity were able to be break 
through the restrictions against 
them. Following French ideas, they 
established an intelligentsia. But, at 
the same time, they broke with 
Orthodox Jewish communities and 
detached themselves from Jewish 
traditions. 

Despite the various obstacles, 
however, most Oriental Jews main- 
tained their religious obligations, 
traditions, and heritage. Moreover, 
the history of Oriental Jewry is as 
valid and important as any other. 
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that they c an analyze their own bias- 
ed behaviour. Once they understand 
that the Oriental Jewish heritage has 
a place of honour in our life, teachers 
will change their attitudes. There 
must also be sensitivity training. In 
addition to courses on Oriental 
Jewry. 

In the past few years, young 
scholars such as Nini, Tobi, 
Shamosh, Shuraki, Ben-Simchon, 
Ben-Ami, and Hakak have begun 
researching the history and com-, 
munal life of the Oriental Com- 
munities. And we at the Ministry of 
Education and Culture have become 
increasingly aware of the need to in- 
troduce this material into our text- 
books and curricula. 

During the last academic year, ef- 
forts were Intensified and educators 
throughout the country became ex- 
cited by this project, m fact, the 
response from the field was greater 
than originally anticipated.

WHAT HAPPENS to a people denied 
their culture? How can they have 
any pride in themselves? hi the case 


any pride in themselves? hi the case 
of Oriental students, the result was 
that they became ashamed of their 
past and ethnicity to the point where 
they were reluctant to be seen with 
their parents if the latter wore 
traditional costumes. The young 
Orientals also tried not to speak 
Hebrew with an Oriental pronuncia- 
tion (whereby the glottal stops are 
heard), even though it is more cor- 


rect than the the European pronun- 
ciation. 

It la worth noting that Oriental 
teachers are not immune to pre- 
judice against Oriental students. In a 
recently published study. Dr. 
Avraham Sht&l of the Hebrew 
University showed that Oriental 
teachers give unfairly low grades to 
children with names like Abu-Zaglo 
or Va'annu, whereas children with 
Ashkenazi names are graded more 
leniently. 

This situation — of non-recognition 
and prejudice on the one hand, and 
' alienation and self-hatred on the 
other — must be changed. We should 
start by re-educating the teachers so 


NEEDLESS to say. the programme 
must be carefully implemented. 
First, new textbooks and source 
books must be written. But the new 
material on the Oriental heritage 
must be Interwoven with the already 
existing chapters on European life 
and history. Oriental Jewish history 
must be an integral part of the 
studies, and not merely an 
afterthought. 

. One approach of curriculum 
planners now is to re-read history 
methodically, in order to give a com- 
parative account of what was 
happening during a given period In 
all parts of the Diaspora. 

Time should also be devoted to 
studying the contributions of Orien- 
tal Jews and their role in the crea- 
tion of the State — immigration in 
the early 1950s. settlement In 
development towns and moshavim, 
the underground Zionist movements 
in Arab countries. Oriental Jews 
struggled valiantly to immigrate to 
Israel. Their stories are for the most 
part unknown. Students and 
teachers must learn of their 


courage.

I think to 
myself that another opportunity for a 
tete-a-tete with a monk who has 
taken the vow of silence is not likely 
to turn up in the near future. Near 
future? Probably never again. Not 
an everyday occurrence, and at the 
monastery they are quiet as mice. 
There at Latrun they have just one 
monk who speaks to the outside 
world on behalf of all the rest.. 

“Mon Frere," 1 say in my best 
French, ‘‘Would you mind fastening 
your seat belt?” 

He turns and looks at me with un- 
comprehending eyes. I start to ex- 
plain in sign language. He doesn't un- 
derstand the signs. I pull up at the 
aide of the road, and by combining 
forces — he tries to prevent this 
manoeuvre and I keep trying — we get 
him tied to the seat. And now he is en- 
tirely In my power. And so forward. 
In silence. 

During the above exercise I had 
said, several times, “Excusez-moi," 
and he had smiled with great 
sweetness and gratitude, but at the 
same time with an expression that 
seemed to say “Vanity, vanity, all is 
vanity,” including his own smile. 

He was a man in his prime, 
somewhere between forty and fifty, 
with a high forehead, a full head of- 
hair, good and Intelligent eyes and a 
pleasant smile. So a man like this 
goes and puts h is entire life into a 
monastery at Latrun, far far from 
his home. Not only Us body, but even 
his voice Is set apart in solitude.

DURING HIS recent visit here, the 
controversial Professor Milton 
-Friedman said that "the system of 
the socialist state'.' runs counter to 
Jewish social principles.

them we cite and which we leave out 
in arguing for the system we prefer. 
The real truth Is that Judaism seems 
to care less about the big system 
than -about the little every-day 
details of life between people, 
between them and their Immediate 
natural environment, and between 
them and the whole of cosmic being.

THE incorporeality of God is one of 
the fundamentals of Jewish 
theology. The third of the Thirteen 
Principles of the Faith, In the rhym- 
ed version In Tig dal expresses it suc- 
cinctly in the words: "He hath 
neither bodily form nor substance.'" 
Yet anthropomorphism, tbe attribu- 
tion of physical form to God Is one of 
the characteristics of the Bible. 
.There is hardly a human organ 
which Is not ascribed to the Deity. 

In this week's portion (Deut. 5, 3) 
we are told; -that He spoke to the 
Children of Israel "face .to face”; to 
Moses He spoke “mouth to mouth.” 
(Numbers 12 , 8 ) In Psalm 34, 14 the 
Psalmist sings that “the face of the 
Lord to towards the righteous and 
His ears towards their cries.” 'The 
Heavens are His throne and the 
earth His footstool.” (Isaiah fifl.l) In 
Daniel 7,9 we are even told that "His

With His finger 
He writes the Decalogue (Exodus 31, - 
18) and His eyes figure prominently,

— Investors and 
speculators alike threw all caution to 
the Winds yesterday and bid up share 
prices In hectic trading 1 . Turnover, 
exceeded 3l45zn. and was symp- 
tomatic of ft “there is no tomorrow” 
attitude curtentiy prevailing on the-

In fact the trading' volume would 
have , been considerably more sub- 
stantial. had there not been so many 
shares which were automatically 
hiked in price by the mandatory five - 
per cent when there is an imbalance 
between buyers and sellers, hi these 
situations the price rises, but no 
shares actually change - hands. 
Mortgage banks continued to lead 
the parade and the sector was mark- 
ed by price rises that a few months 
ago would have been considered .im- 
possible. 

Otzar L'ta'asiya was most active 
as the shares rose by a full 10 per 
cent to 290. Hie Development and 
Mortgage Bank shares galloped 
ahead by almost to per cent to 550.

gong had sounded, the shares were 
86 points at 755, tor a 12.5 per cent 
overall gain.

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Solar energy for central 
water heating systems

BEER3HEBA. — Israel is a world 
leader in the utilization of solar 
energy. Some 250.000 families heat 
their water supply, either partially 
or fully,, by means of solar energy 
collectors. 

Still, over 12 per cent of the 
nation’s energy supply is used to 
beat water tor domestic purposes at 
an annual cost of about EUb. 

The national as well as household 
energy bills can be greatly reduced 
by utilising, on a mass scale, central 
solar water heating systems In 
apartment bufidtogs. This was the 
finding of a team of scientists at Ben-' 
Gurion University of the Negev, 
following a two-year research and 
development project using such 

systems. 

Working with a prototype ser- 
vicing a university dormitory, * 
professors David Wolf and Avrahaxn 
Tamir. and Dr. Avraham IRidtoh 
found that a central apparatus is 
both technically and economically 
more desirable than Individual solar 
units now an the market. 

Thirty such systems are how In 
operation In Israel, Including one in 
Eilat at the 1 00 -raom Neptune Hotel. 
About one-half of these units are 
produced by the Mlromit Company. 
A- spokesman tor Mlromit last week 
appealed to the Government to en- 
courage the installation of the cen- 
tral solar units by eliminating the . 
purchase tax on such systems. 


Now commercially available, the 
central system can save consumers 
40 per cent of the purchase cost of a 
comparable number of individual 
units. In addition to increased ef- 
ficiency of heat transfer and the 
lower price tag. the central system 
.offers an aesthetic advantage over 
Individual units, which clutter roof- 
tops with unsightly storage tanks 
and Irregularly placed plate collec- 
tors.. No storage tanks protrude from 
the rooftop in the pump-activated 
central system. Instead, one large 
tank Is placed unobtrusively 
alongside the building In a wind- 
protected area to reduce heat loss. 

Tie prototype installed at the stu- 
dent dormitory in Beersbebauaes 20 
standard collectors, integrated into 
one system, to supply hot water to 24 
apartments. The system is operated 
by two small pumps, located next to 
the water tank. One pump circulates 
water between the tank and the 
collector, and the other between the 
tank and the housing units. The 
system is activated by differential 
thermostats between the . collector 
and the storage tank. 

The solar unit still requires an 
electric or fuel-fired back-up system 
tor the few winter months when only 
20 to 30 per cent of the energy needed 
for heating can be supplied by the 
son. But for the rest of the year, 
solar energy can provide 80 to 100 
per cent of the hot water needed. 

One reason far the comparatively

low cost of the central system is that 
it works on the “banking" principle, 
that is. all the tenants will not want 
to draw hot water at the same time. 
Thus, 38 square metres of collector 
surface are sufficient for 24 
apartments Instead of the 72 square 
metres. 

“Although collector space is 
reduced by 40 per cent, heat efficien- 
cy is improved." claims Prof. Wolf, 
director of the research project. 
“Using the central apparatus, we 
have been able to lower thermostats 
on the back-up heaters from TOC to 
40C.” 

If applied on a large scale, the cen- 
tral system will considerably reduce 
the energy used by the 600,000 elec- 


tric hot water tanks In use now. 

According to Prof. Wolf, the 
system is applicable to most multi- 
story buildings and is relatively in- 
expensive to adapt to buildings using 
conventional central water-heating 
systems, to the latter instance, solar 
collectors need only be added to the 
already existing central storage 
tank and circulation system. 

The team of researchers is also 
working on the development of low- 
cost collectors to replace conven- 
tional ones made of galvanized 
metal, which cost from IL3.000 to 
HA .5 00 per unit. They are currently 
testing prototype collectors made 
more cheaply from plastic 
. materials. 


Fanners protest 
water price hike

TEL AVIV. — The Hlstadrut's 
Agriculture Centre Water Forum 
decided yesterday to oppose the plan 
to raise the price of water for 
agriculture from the present IL0.75 
per cubic metre to ILl.10 in October. 

Agriculture Centre spokesman Zvi 
Magen told The Pnxl that only on the 
first of this month the price of water 
for farmers was raised from EL0.55 
per cubic metre to IU3.75. This would 
mean that over only three months 
water had gone up by 100 per cent. 
He could not remember another 
commodity which had gone up so 
drastically in such a short period, he 
said. 

The Water Forum wants to post- 
pone the decision on new prices until 
April 1. 1978. 

Minister of Agriculture Ariel 
Sharon told the Agriculture Centre 
yesterday that the whole water 
economy had to be revised. He said 
that ILfib. will be invested during the 
next ten years in developing water 
resources. This will include recycl- 
ing sewage water for agricultural 
purposes. 


Boom for Hadera 


Construction of the new power sta- 
tion in Hadera will bring a business 
boom to the town, the Electric Cor- 
poration spokesman said yesterday. 
The Corporation will sub-contract 
jobs to local workshops worth about 
ILlSO.OOO a month. At the peak of 
construction it will hire nearly 1,300 
workers, mainly from Hadera. 


Opec: We’ll miss it when it’s gone

Opec will break up after the next 
two or three years. The man who 
said bo was none other than Iran's 
Oil Minister. Dr. .Jamshid 
Amouzegar, speaking at the end of 
the recent meeting of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries In Stockholm. But the predic- 
tion is not good news for consumers 
In the oil-importing countries of the 
West .... 

The reason Opec will disappear by 
1980, said Dr. Amouzegar, is because 
by that time ofl shortages will be for- 
cing the price up anyway. There will 
no longer be any need for the oil- 
producers to gang together to beep 
prices high artificially. A recent in- 
dependent Western study confirmed 
the prediction: the supply ofnll may 
fall short of overall world demand as 
early as 1981. 

This all sounds strange at a time 
when there is a world glut of oil. 
Opec members have spent the past 
year deeply split about whether they 
could get away with a 15 per cent rise 
In price this year — barely matching 
the rate of world inflation — or 
whether they would have to settle for 
a mere 10 per cent (as they finally 
did at Stockholm). 

When the Saudis proposed a price 
freeze tor all of next year, following 


next January's price-fixing meeting 
In Venezuela, nobody protested very 
loudly. But this is all a short-term 
problem, caused by falling oil de- 
mand in the West during the long 
recession we have been going 
through. In the longer run, oil de- 
mand is indeed certain to outrun 
supply, and force prices up. 

Exactly when, however, depends 
almost entirely on Saudi Arabia, 
which is a fact of enormous political 
importance in the world. For the 
Saudis, who are already producing 
twice as much oil as they need to pay 
for all their own expenditures, have 
certain political in mind: most 
notably, a Middle East peace settle- 
ment which is satisfactory to the 
Arabs. 

There is no longer any need to 
resort to the kind of oil embargo the 
Arabs used to 1973 to bring pressure 
on the West. All the Saadis and their 
allies in the smaller oil states have to 
do Is vary the rate at which they ex- 
pand their, oil production, and they 
can bring on the crisis as early as 
1981, or postpone it till as late as the 
late 1990s. 

The vital point is that there are 
really two kinds of oil-exporting 
states: those with big populations, 
like Iran, Nigeria and Mexico, and 
those with relatively tiny pop- 
ulations, like Saudi Arabia, Kuwait 


and the United Arab Emirates. 

- The ones with a lot of people are 
already producing as much oil as 
they can, to finance industrial 
growth, and to general have limited 
prospects for further expansion. The 
smaller oil states already earn more 
than they can possibly spend from 
their oil, but are also the ones who 
have most scope for expanding 
production. Moreover, they are 
almost all Arab countries. 

Saudi Arabia and its Gulf neigh- 
bours already account for nearly a 
half of O pec's total oil production of 
30m. barrels/day. Saudi Arabia, 
alone Is producing 9m. barrels/day, 
and is supplying one-fifth of 
America's oil imports. If oil output is 
going to increase by almost half, to 
around 45m. barrels/day. to meet 
world demand a decade from now, 
almost all the extra oil will have to 
come from the Arab states. They will 
need to more than double their out- 
put. 

They win do it —.the Saudis are 
already working to expand their 
production capacity from 9 to 16m. 
barrels/day by 1982 — but they will 
charge a price. Not so much in- 
money, of which they are already 
piling np mare than they can use. 
Most of them would rather leave the 
extra oil. in the ground, where infla- 
tion does not eat away its value. 




Lease on part of 
Dizengoff Centre

TEL AVIV. — The Jordan Explora- 
tion Company earlier this week ac- 
quired a 99-year lease from the 
Dizengoff Centre for 850 square 
metres of commercial and gallery 
space and half of a large garage. 

The value of the property has been 
estimated at U23m. But, as in its 
previous dealings with the Dizengoff 
Centre, Jordan Exploration will pay 
with 768,854 ordinary “A” shares of 
stock, valued at IL38.55 per share. 

The price of the company's shares 
has risen dramatically in the past 
year and at one time reached IL44. 
Earlier this week the shares stood at 
IL35.50. 

Jordan Exploration has been 
described by its American backer, 
Louis H. Barnett, as a mini- 
conglomerate with holdings in real 
estate, oil exploration, science-based 
industries and other areas. 

The Dizengoff Centre expects to 
complete the parking area by April 
1978. It expects to complete con- 
struction of the gallery and commer- 
cial space by July 1978.

Shipping circles say they are not 
worried over air-freight competition

HAIFA. — The Ports Authority’s 
reported concern over the "danger" 
of the airfreight companies taking 
. away busi n ess from the ports was 
dismissed as “unfounded" by ship- 
ping circles here this week. The 
Authority management, in aix inter- 
nal memorandum, had reportedly 
called for “steps to counteract air- 
line competition.” 

Shipping experts noted that the 
Authority itself was largely to blame 
for this development, due to its high 
■ taxes on cargoes and poor service — 
especially in Ashdod harbour — for- 
cing importers and exporters to seek 
reliable alternatives for their goods. 

However, the quantity of cargoes 
carried by air, mainly by the GAL 
company, was “marginal," amoun- 
ting to only one per cent of the six 
million tons of cargoes that go 
through the ports annually. In addi- 
tion, much of the air cargo consists 
of perishable farm produce that 
would otherwise not be exportable. 

It Is true that In order to fill Its 
planes on the way back to Europe. 
CAL takes on cars and chemicals, In- 
cluding even carbon black. Zim 
general manager Yehuda Rotem 
says that these cargoes “don't go by 
air in any other country," and only 
highly expensive goods like 
diamonds and electronic computers 
are usually shipped by air. 


CAL. however, can offer com- 
petitive rates because the Ports 
Authority charges a wharfage fee, to 
the amount of 2 per cent of the value 
of the cargo, on all Imparts, and of 
one-quarter per cent on exports. 
These amount to very large sums, 
which go up automatically with 
every price rise and devaluation. 

The director of the Shippers Coun- 
cil,- Arieh Mehoulal. told The 
Jerusalem Post that no such fee ex- 
ists in any other port, and it was a 
unique Ports Authority feature 
which certainly Inclines importers of 
certain cargoes to prefer air 
freights, though normally they 
would ship them by sea. 

Both Mehoulal and Rotem hold 
that the fee must either be abolished, 
a similar one introduced at Ben- 
Gurion airport, or that a com- 
promise fee be worked out to 
' equalise conditions. Both recognise 
that the Authority will not willingly 
' relinquish the fee, which has enabled 
it to remain comfortably solvent. 
They therefore urge that some sort 
of equalisation be introduced. 

Mehoulal added that the Authority 
must make a much greater effort to 
satisfy its customers, the Importers 
and exporters. For a start, Ashdod 
port operations must be raised to a 
satisfactory level of reliance, so that 
it will be able to reduce the excess 
load carried by Haifa harbour, es- 
pecially in container traffic. 


Capital’s telex booth 
faces opening delay

There will be a "slight delay” in 
the opening of Jerusalem's first 
public telex booth, a Com- 
munications Ministry official con- 
firmed yesterday. On July 18. 
Yehuda Landau, director ol the 
Postal Service's external depart- 
ment. told The Jerusalem Post the 
service would be inaugurated within 
two weeks. 

The reason for the delay is the long ' 
list of rate increases for all com- 
munications and postal serviced now 
pending before the Knesset Finance 
Committee. With agreement on the 
exact rates still being awaited, the 
Ministry would rather delay opening 
of the telex facility than alienate 
potential customers by accepting 
their annual subscription fees and 
soon afterwards having to notify 
them of rale increases. 

‘Die original subscriber's fee had 
been set at ILL20 per year, which 
was considerably lower than that 
charged by privately operated telex 


services. The latter are at adds with 
the Ministry over alleged licensing 
restrictions, and a suit is now pen- 
ding in the High Court. 

Meanwhile, one of the private ser- 
vices has already announced it was 
lowering its time charges for 
transmission of telex messages 
abroad. Transpeed Ltd. of Tel Aviv, 
which originally charged sub- 
scribers IL67.30 for a minute's telex 
communication to the U.S., now 
charges IL51. Messages to Britain 
were cut from IL53.70per minute to 
IL44.70. 

Consortium International Ltd. of 
Tel Aviv, another private telex com- 
munications service, disclosed this 
week that it has developed a new 
source of income — sale of know- 
how. - Daniel Blnkin, Consortium's 
general manager, said a new system 
of collating and transmitting com- 
puter data processing matter is be- 
ing shared with two Iranian and 
American firms, and his company 
anticipates earnings of about 3200 ,- 
000 for the first year of operations. 


To close or not to close 


TEL AVIV. — The city is currently 
uiyUiig'tu^hns p . up a municipal' ■ ■ 
by-law for the closure of all 
businesses' during - one afternoon' a 
week tor the summer months. 

Such by-laws exist to many cities, 
and in some they are in force all year 
round. In Tel Aviv the situation is 
chaotic, and generally different 
groups of merchants, associated ac- - 
cording to their line of business, 
agree to keep their stores closed dur- 
ing certain hours. This allows the 
businessmen concerned a period of 
rest and protects them against un- 
fair competition. 

The arrangement, however, also 
breeds confusion, as the public does 
not always know what line of 
business is closed when. This fre- 
quently results in a considerable 
waste of time. 

The city would therefore like a by- 
law which would make it obligatory 


for all businesses to close together on 

■ itoe '^ am epi nU s wmo n mcea^veek, 


sparing the public the present uncer- 
tainty.- - ' 

The Merchants Association, 
however, would like the arrange- 
ment to be even more far-reaching 
and apply not only to the summer 
months, but all year round. The 
Association further insists that the 
proposed by-law apply to all chain 
stores, supermarkets and depart- 
ment stores. These large concerns, 
however, adamantly refuse to close, 
which the smaller storekeepers feel 
is to their detriment. 


Town Clerk Ya'acov Hadar is now 
seeking a way out of the impasse. If 
a by-law is drafted, it would have to 
be approved by the City Council as 
well as the Minister of the Interior, 
making it unlikely that it could be en- 
forced before next summer. 


The IL.6,000 a month overtime dispute 
at the Discount Bank simmers on

TEL AVIV. — The Hiatadrut is 
mediating In the labour dispute at 
the Discount Bank. (The dispute 
broke out when one of the senior 
workers, whose pay Is 1121,000 a 
month, demanded ILS, 000 to IL6.000 
a month as overtime for the ad- 
ditional time he spent on the staff 
committee. The bank claimed that 
his promotion to his present post in- 
validated this special overtime pay- 
ment since his new salary contained 
a I LI, 500 monthly global overtime 


allowance.i 

Yesterday, the Histadrut asked 
the bank to Interpret the labour con- 
tract in a more liberal fashion and to 
pay ail or part of the special over- 
time payment. 

The bank announced that it will 
stick by the letter of the contract and 
not consider any “interpretations." 

Meanwhile, the workers have not 
held any sanctions all this week, but 
are to meet early next week to 
decide what to do after the bank's 
refusal is received by the Histadrut.

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Strange arms policy 


REPORTS of the Carter administration's intention to supply 
over $100 million worth of modern weapons to Egypt highlights 
the basic Inconsistencies and irrationalities of America's arms 
policy in the Middle East. 

It Is said that the weapons to Egypt are needed to ensure U.S. 
leverage with Sadat in the unfolding scenario of the drive for a 
solution to the Arab-Israel dispute. Reference is also made to 
the hoped for Egyptian role in stemming Soviet penetration into 
northern and eastern Africa, of which Egypt's fracas with Libya 
this week is but the latest example. 

Even from an Israeli point of view there is something to be 
said for a policy which may embroil Egypt in Africa. 

But weapons ostensibly intended against Soviet-dominated 
Libya, or the Horn of Africa, will in all likelihood undergo the 
nasty transmigration of firing against Israel in any future 
war. And the U.S. is certainly not interested in that. We have 
already had the experience of French Mirage fighter planes, 
sold to Gaddafi with the French word of honour that they would 
never be used against Israel, making their appearance on the 
Suez front in 1973. 

Even more serious is the continued outpouring of American 
weaponry into the bottomless barrel of oil-rich Saudi Arabia, 
which has bought many billions of dollars worth of American 
arms in recent years. The basic irrationality of American arms 
policy is apparent here, too. 

Arms to Saudi Arabia are intended largely for the defence of 
that country and its oil riches. These are centred largely in the 
Persian Gulf area, where Iran, which is being armed Just as 
munificently by the same U.S., is considered a threat by Saudi 
Arabia. Saudia weapons are, of course, also Intended for a Joint 
Arab arsenal, to be used one day against America's ally in the 
Middle East, Israel. 

The greatest inconsistency of them all is the connection 
between the continued arming of the Arab countries and the 
cause of peace which the Carter administration has espoused. 

If Mr. Vance has seen fit to criticize Mr. Be gin’s pro forma 
legalization of three existing settlements on the West Bank as 
being detrimental to the process of peace, what Is one to say of 
America's determination to go on arming Egypt, Saudia, and 
possibly Jordan less than three months before Geneva n? 


Bus vs car 


BUS FARES have gone up, and uniformly on the whole — 
though Egged would have liked it differently. 

They wanted smaller fare Increases on lines where they face 
competition (mainly from the sherut taxis), and larger In- 
creases where they hold a virtual monopoly. The Transport 
Ministry rightly rejected this as inequitable. 

The 25 per cent increase in ticket prices will reduce the 
Government's outlay, on subsidies by IL400m. a year, which is 
part of the Finance Minister’s budget-cutting plan. But the 
remaining subsidy is still about IL1 ,100m., or more (in nominal 
terms) than the figure of IL950m. listed in the original 
Estimates for 1977/78, as tabled in the Knesset by Mr. Ebrlich’s 
predecessor. 

Before yesterday's fare adjustment, cost inflation had widen- 
ed the bus cooperatives' deficit to ILl.Sb., which meant that for 
every pound laid out by the passenger, the taxpayer was adding 
80 agorot. The subsidy figure will now be 80 ag. per pound — 
which is still high. 

All the same, this is the most sensible subsidy there is. Sub- 
sidized foodstuffs are consumed by aH members of the communi- 
ty, including the two-car families. Subsidies to bus fares are en- 
joyed for the most part by no-car families, which is more 
reasonable. One of the purposes of economic policy should be to 
promote, with the aid of such fiscal measures, the use of public 
transport, while discouraging the use of private cars which are 
ten times as costly per passenger-mile. 

The good work done by the subsidy to bus fares, however, is 
undone to some extent by another subsidy, partly government- 
financed, which is enjoyed by an appreciable part of the car- 
o wring sector. 

A large percentage of private cars on the road are used by 
persons whose expenses are covered by the Government in one 
form or another. Every time the price of petrol is pushed up, so 
is the car allowance. Such persons are therefore in large 
measure Immune to efforts by the public authority to make 
them use their cars less. 

Taxation of the car allowance, introduced after the Ben- 
Shah ar tax reform, makes a dent in this linked benefit. But 
some of the beneficiaries get a bigger allowance than they 
spend (at least on official travel). 

. Not much more can now be done to penalize them. The strike 
of agricultural instructors not so long ago indicates that some of 
the travel at least Is genuinely done on business. 

The best solution is to tighten the purse-strings, as Ehrlich has 
started to do, so that offices and Institutions will not have so 
much cash to spare, at least not for the less essential journeys of 
their car-owning employees.

MONEY AND/OR POWER? 



"What’s good for General Motors is 
good for America . " Charles E. 
Wilson, Secretary of Defence in the 
first Elsenhower administration. * 


IT SEEMS many eons since the day 
In the early ’90s when Charlie 
Wilson, the outgoing president of 
General Motors, expressed disbelief 
at actually being asked to divest 
himself of his GM stock in order to 
qualify for a cabinet. 

The blessed memory of Charlie 
Wilson was brought to mind this 
week by the angry comment of 
Yigael Hurvitz, our new Minister of 
Industry, Commerce and Tourism, 
"that he would prefer to quit his hard- 
won post as a cabinet minister 
rather than deny his family the well- 
deserved fruits of his labours as an 
industrialist. 

Mr. Hurvitz. a son of Nahalal. a 
stronghold of the old Mapai- 
affiliated moshav movement, and a 
member of moshav Kfar Warburg, Is 
also owner of the Tenne-Noga 
dairies, the Adnir Ice-cream factory 
and other concerns, one of the new 
millionnaires thrown up by the Saplr 
era. 

Mr. Hurvitz' anger was directed at 
demands, spearheaded in a cam- 
paign mounted by Map am but also 
being voiced within the Likud, that 
ministers who found themselves in a 
possible conflict-of-interest situation 
as a result of their new political posts 
should be required to divest 
themselves of the private interests 
that might give rise to that situation. 

Mr. Hurvitz' problem, that he la 
both an owner of a fair-sized in- 
dustrial empire and the minister In 
charge of the formulation and Im- 
plementation of the Government's 
policy of Industrial development and 
support, is clear. So is that of 
Minister of Agriculture Ariel 
Sharon, who is the owner of what is. 
for Israel, an extraordinarily large 
private farm of several thousand 
dunams. 

Minister of Defence Ezer Welz- 
man, who was the majority' 
stockholder in an industrial plant 
also working on defence orders and 
the owner of several companies im-

Sir, — I am really shocked by The 
Jerusalem Post’s recent pithy and 
disturbing commentary on the U.S. 
approach to peace in the Middle 
East. 

The American people championed 
your cause in the creation of Israel. 
The United States was the first 
government to recognize Israel as a 
new state. The American people 
have been your closest friend and 
have never turned away from your 
side in a moment of real need over 
the intervening three decades of 
your brave and endless struggle. Out 
of our sweat and toil, we have 
provided to your well-being and 
security on a scale without prece- 
dent in history. Last year, the 
American people paid out of 
pocket over $700 for every man, 
woman and child in Israel; also a 
similar amount is in the programme 
for this year.

However, this 
stated commitment cannot really 
have a sincere meaning, as long as 
the Israeli people aspire to the status 
quo as a fair and just Middle East 
peace settlement. To have anything 
less than a balanced, stabilized 
peace In the Middle East in today's 
turbulent world Is unthinkable to the 
American people. 

Time is clearly running out on 
Israel's side If a Middle East peace 
settlement is not brought forth soon. 
She cannot Indefinitely withstand the 
internal drains of 36 per cent of her 
GNP committed to defence inflation 


running at 85 per cent, and a S3 hfflkm 
trade deficit. This suggests why 
emigration exceeds immigration 
and 60 per cent of the Jews permitted 
to leave the Soviet Union end up in 
the United States, Canada and 
France; not 'to mention the actual 
and potential wealth of the Arab 
League States. 

hi view of the aforesaid, we come, 
thus, to the Inescapable question: 
unless Israel is prepared to ait down 
at the conference table and start eye-

THE MAFAM campaign has 
attempted to convey the Impression 
that the problem of conflict-of- 
interest at the caBInetTevef & a hew 
one, resulting from the entry into of- 
fice of a right-wing party personally 
led by nouveau riche capitalists. 
While there Is some element of truth 
in that picture, It Is vastly over- 
simplified. 

The problem deriving from the 
TpiTiwg of rich men and politics did 
not exist in Israel's early years, 
because she was blessed with an 
alm ost total absence of that sub- 
genus of humanity. The few rich men 
who lived in Israel tended not to 
waste, their time or energy on 
politics, but concentrated instead on 
becoming richer. 

The traditional Labour Party (or 
Mapai > attitude of the early and mid- 
1950s was best expressed by the forc- 
ed resignation from the Knesset of 
the then head of the party’s Knesset 
faction, the lawyer Yaacov 
Shims ho n Shapiro. 

Mr. Shapiro was the owner of 
worthless stock in the Heletz oilfields 
which turned him into a relatively 
rich man. In terms of 1955 Israel, 
with the first gusher. His party, still 
ostensibly socialist at the time, felt 
that it would be unseemly, to say the 
least, that such a man should con- 
tinue to represent it in the Knesset 

Ten years later, Mr. Shapiro, cer- 
tainly no poorer than he was in the 
1950s, was named minister of justice 
in the Eshkol cabinet, a past in which 
he continued under Mrs. Meir until 
1974. In the Rabin government he

attitude of some of Its members. 

• Despite the temptation to admit 
that the entire issue is exceedingly 
complex, some specific cases un- 
deniably stand out starkly. While 
there are certainly pros and coos In 
regard to the question of whether 
men in the situation of Messrs. Hur- 
vitz and Arik Sharon should serve in 
the cabinet while continuing to main- 
tain their Industrial or. agricultural 
nexus. It is hard to find a single argu- 
ment in favour of their serving in 
their particluar posts.

was replaced by Haim Zadok who 
came into the same category of rich 
advocates. 

In neither case was any objection 
raised in the party, and Mr. Zadok 
was even spbken of as a possible can- 
didate for the premiership. 

THE PROBLEM, thus, is not entirely 
new. What is new is the .sheer 
number of well-to-do men in the 
Likud cabinet and the growing 
perception, undoubtedly sharpened 
by the Alignment Opposition, that 
the possibility of conflict-of-interest 
situations has reached a level requir- 
ing urgent attention. 

Some of the ministers involved 
applied to the attorney-general for 
guidance, and Hurvitz' and 
Sharon's hurt and angry statements 
should be understood against the 
background of the reports that Prof. 
Barak did not take kindly to the 
proposed disposition of these two 
cases. 


• Being a cabinet minister is at 

least a full-time job. One expression 

of the gap between reality and mores 
mentioned above is that the area of 
permissible extra-curricular ac- 
tivities of cabinet ministers has not 
been adequately delineated by law. 
Now would be a good time to make it 
absolutely clear, in the proper 
legislation, that cabinet ministers 
may not engage in any other ac- 
tivities fen* personal gain. 


It would also be desirable to ex- 
tend this rule to put even honorary 
extra-curricular activities out of 
bounds. Cabinet Ministers who serve 
as chairmen of boards for operas, 
symphonies and other admirable 
cultural and social institutions also 
invite conflict-of-interest situations. 
• Much the same could, and should, 
be said in regard to Knesset 
members. Being an MK should be a 
full-time job. The fact that Mr v Hur- 
vitz could pursue his industrial 
career during the many years he has 
been in the Knesset, or that other 
MKs continue to be active in their 
private law practices, does not say 
much for the time and energy they 
have been willing to devote to their 
Knesset duties. The failings of the 
Knesset as apolitical and legislative 
body are a sad reflection of this 
cavalier, not to mention pecuniary, 


MR. WEIZMAN is to be lauded for 
showing the way in this respect 
There was an unquestionable con- 
flict of interest in his serving as 
minister of defence while continuing 
to maintain his industrial and com- 
mercial interests. Selling out con- 
stituted the sort of clear-cut choice 
that must be demanded of men who 
have reached the pinnacle of public 
service. 

If there Is any meaning to the term 
conflict-of-interest it Is perfectly ex- 
emplified in cases In which the 
ministers responsible for land and 
water policy or industrial policy are 
also the potential beneficiaries of 
their own decisions. Conveying for- 
mal ownership to wife or sons is a 
subterfuge unworthy of the public 
figures Involved. 

What is required as Mr. Weizman 
has shown, is a clear and admittedly 
difficult choice between alternatives 
that will affect one’s whole life. 

Seeking to avoid making this 
choice by a subterfuge may well 
have much wider repercussions than 
would appear at first glance. 

The vast majority of our popula- 
tion com es from Eastern Europ e and 
from the Moslem countries whose 
dominant political culture holds that 
the main, if not the only, purpose of 
attaining high office, la self- 
enrichment. 

We have had sufficient trouble 
with the transplantation of this 
cultural principle at the level of our 
local politics to make us justifiably 
hypersensitive to the possible Ievan- 
tinlzation of our national politics as 
wen.

Catholic 
ethics. Not one of these countries 
offered asylum to a well publicised 
group of refugees in search of 
freedom. 

There are yet other countries, not 
predominantly Catholic, but in which 
the Catholic Church has a great deal 
of influence, both direct and indirect, 
due to the large number of Catholics 
in their populations and the ex- 
istence of political parties andzocial 
movements deriving their values 
and programmes from Catholic doc-' 
trine. None of these countries offered 
asylum to these 66 refugees.

Sir, — May I correct a mistaken 
impression which may be gained 
from the brief report in your issue of 
July 10 on my contribution to the 
debate on women’s rights in 
Orthodox Judaism at the recently 
held American Jewish Congress 
Dialogue. 

I said nothing in favour of women 
being counted in a minyan. I even 
said that "although Jewish women 
count, they are not counted (In a 
minyan). ” Pointing out the un- 
doubted fact that. In Orthodox 
Judaism, public worship and ritual 
are almost entirely male orientated,. 
I stated that a strong case could be 
made for it on the basis of the. con- 
ception of equal rights but different 
functions for men and women. I In- 
dicated a possible more liberal Inter- 
pretation within the framework' of 
the Halacha, baaed on the fact that 
non-participation of women is large- 
ly founded on the rule that women 
are exempt from the performance of 
all commandments which depend 
upon a fixed time for their perfor- 
mance, and it is not clear whether 
the word "exempt" means what it 
implies, or is a prohibition. 

I then pointed out that, unfor- 
tunately, over and above these con- 
siderations, there have been includ- 
ed in the halacha statements about 
women which can only be regarded . 
as "wounding." 

I concluded that it was natural for 
a woman to resent those statements 
and that one cannot expect her, in 
the present age, to accept them with 
equanimity.
